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BOOKS ON ATOMIC ENERGY 
II. Radioisotopes and Radiations 


L. J. ANTHONY 


ONE of the results of an expanding nuclear technology is the ability to 
manufacture, economically, quantities of artificial radioactive isotopes which 
can be used for a variety of purposes in industry, medicine and biology. The 
benefits to be derived from the use of radioisotopes may prove to be as 
great as those which it is hoped to gain from cheap nuclear power and many 
of the books on nuclear energy referred to in the first part of this article will 
be found to contain some information on this subject. In particular, J. M. A. 
Lenihan’s Atomic Energy and its Applications (1954, Pitman, 25s.) and J. G. 
Crowther’s Nuclear Energy in Industry (1956, Newnes, 17s.6d.) devote con- 
siderable space to this aspect and are both suitable for the general reader. 
A similar book, not previously mentioned, is Applied Atomic Energy by 
K. Fearnside, E. W. Jones and E. N. Shaw (1951, Temple Press, 9s.6d.) in 
which about four-fifths of the text is concerned with the use of isotopes in 
medicine, biology and industry. 

One of the first British books dealing exclusively with the subject is 
Radioactive Isotopes by W. J. Whitehouse and J. L. Putman (1953, Oxford 
University Press, sos.). The authors began compiling material for this work 
in 1948 when radioisotopes were first being produced in British reactors and 
the book, which is aimed at the non-specialist, is one of the best introductions 
to the preparation, measurement and use of these substances. It was apparent 
at this early stage that isotopes would prove to be a powerful tool in research 
and process control and a variety of techniques were evolved for using them 
to the best advantage. Two major conferences on this subject were held at 
Oxford in 1951 and 1954, both sponsored by the Atomic Energy Research 
Establishment, Harwell, and the published proceedings are invaluable source 
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material in this field. Radioisotope Techniques (1952-53, H.M.S.O.) contains 
the papers given at the first conference and covers biological and industrial 
applications. The emphasis at this meeting was on techniques for using 
isotopes in therapy, diagnosis, biochemistry, agricultural research, industrial 
radiography, metallurgy and chemistry. The two-volume Proceedings of the 
Radioisotope 1954 Conference, edited by J. E. Johnston (1954, Butterworth, 
100s.) covers the same field, but the papers are concerned, not so much with 
techniques, as with the results of research carried out with the aid of radio- 
isotopes. 

The increasing use of radioactive isotopes stimulated a growing interest in 
stable isotopes and Proceedings of the Conference on Electro-magnetically Enriched 
Isotopes and Mass Spectrometry edited by M. L. Smith (1956, Butterworth, 
45s.) contains some interesting papers on the preparation of these by electro- 
magnetic separation, and their utilisation. The volume also contains some 
original papers on the design of electromagnetic separators. 


Medicine and biology have been fruitful fields for the evolution of isotope 
techniques, particularly as tracers or indicators. Much of the development in 
this field stems from the work of George Hevesy who is considered to be 
the ‘father’ of isotope technique in the biological sciences. Radioactive 
Indicators (1948, Interscience) is the major textbook in this field and a rich 
source of references to earlier work on the subject. Studies of biochemical 
research carried out using tracer methods are recorded in Isotopes in Bio- 
chemistry edited by G. E. W. Wolstenholme (1952, Churchill), which is based 
on the proceedings of a CIBA Foundation conference. Isotopic Tracers by 
G. E. Francis, W. Mulligan and A. Wormall (1954, Athlone Press, 37s.6d.) 
is frankly didactic, being derived from lectures given in the Biochemical 
Laboratory of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital Medical College, and is concerned 
with biological techniques, the emphasis being on the practical aspects of 
isotope methodology, particularly preparation and measurement. 

Most recent medical books on therapy and diagnosis include some mention 
of radioisotope technique but, so far, there has been no British book devoted 
entirely to medical applications. Some Applications of Nuclear Physics to 
Medicine by W. V. Mayneord (1950, British Institute of Radiology, 35s.), 
which was issued as Supplement No. 2 to the British Journal of Radiology 
(British Institute of Radiology, monthly, 6s. per copy; 63s. per annum), 
contains a section describing the medical uses of phosphorus, iodine, iron 
and sodium isotopes and is noteworthy for the very full lists of references to 
earlier papers. One of the most readable books for those with little scientific 
background is Labelled Atoms by R. Glascock (1951, Sigma), which describes 
many of the applications in medicine, biology and agriculture and discusses 
both radioactive and stable isotopes. 


The number of ways in which isotopes can be used in industry and agri- 
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culture seems to be almost without limit. Many of these applications are 
comparatively simple from the point of view of technique and the major 
concern of many writers is to make known the possibilities to technicians 
and management. G. H. Guest’s Radioisotopes: Industrial Applications (1952, 
Pitman) is an elementary account of the various ways in which isotopes may 
be used in industry and includes chapters on the organisation of radioisotope 
laboratories and the protection of personnel against ionizing radiation. More 
recent but similar in content is Radioisotopes: A New Tool for Industry by 
S. Jefferson (1957, Newnes, 17s.6d.), which is based on experience gained 
with the Isotope Advisory Service at Harwell. The book includes a short 
elementary account of the principles of radioactivity and the transmission 
and detection of radiations. Atomic Energy in Agriculture by W. E. Dick (1957, 
Butterworth, 15s.) draws on papers given at the International Conference on 
the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, Geneva, 1955, for much of its informa- 
tion. The book, which is intended mainly for the general reader, shows how 
isotopes can be used in plant breeding and nutrition studies, pest control, 
food preservation and forestry research. The latter includes a description of 
how the use of radioactive tracers led to the discovery of the hitherto 
unknown phenomenon of natural root grafting in trees and emphasises the 
unique value of the tracer method. 


The principal source of radioactive isotopes in this country is the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, and catalogues of available isotopes are 
issued at frequent intervals and give full details such as specific gravity, half- 
life, price, etc., for each isotope listed. Radioactive Materials and Stable Isotopes, 
Catalogue No. 4 (1957, Isotope Division, A.E.R.E., Harwell) describes the 
isotopes which can be obtained from the Atomic Energy Research Estab- 
lishment, mainly radioactive isotopes which can be produced directly by 
irradiation in a reactor or by bombardment in a cyclotron. Radioactive 
Products for Research, Industry and Medicine (1956, Radiochemical Centre, 
Amersham) contains details of the radioactive materials produced by the 
Radiochemical Centre, including elements and compounds which have to 
be chemically processed before use, and natural radioelements such as radium. 


Radiations emitted by radioactive substances are undetectable by human 
senses, so that instruments play a major part in isotope technique and special 
precautions must be observed in handling these substances. Radioisotope 
Laboratory Techniques by R. A. Faires and B. H. Parks (1957, Newnes, 25s.) 
is designed as a practical manual for the man in the laboratory and demands 
no specialist knowledge of the subject. It gives some useful advice on the 
design and operation of laboratories for handling active material and des- 
cribes the instruments and apparatus needed. For those who need to make a 
more intensive study of instruments and measuring techniques a number of 
books are available. The fundamentals of the subject are dealt with in D. H. 
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Wilkinson’s Ionization Chambers and Counters (1950, Cambridge University 
Press), which confines itself to a detailed discussion of ionization chambers, 
proportional counters and Geiger counters and is not concerned with appli- 
cations or associated circuitry. The latter are described in Counting Tubes by 
S. C. Curran and J. D. Craggs (1950, Butterworth), which also includes 
material on crystal, scintillation and spark counters. More recent books 
include Scintillation Counters by J. B. Birks (1953, Pergamon Press, 25s.), 
Nuclear Radiation Detectors by J. Sharpe (1955, Methuen, 11s.6d.) and The 
Measurement of Radioisotopes by Denis Taylor (2nd edition 1957, Methuen, 
9s.6d.), which describes the techniques employed for the detection and 
measurement of radiation and contains chapters on radiation dosimetry and 
the monitoring of personnel working in active areas. 


The establishment of standards for permissible doses of radiation is an 
important part of all work with atomic energy. The International Commission 
on Radiological Protection has been dealing with this problem since 1928, 
when recommendations, based on earlier British practice, were published 
for the protection of radiologists from the radiations emitted by radium and 
high-voltage X-ray machines. The latest report Recommendations of the 
International Commission on Radiological Protection (1955, British Institute of 
Radiology, 10s.6d.) is published as Supplement No. 6 to the British Journal 
of Radiology and lays down permissible doses for external and internal 
radiation and procedures to be followed when handling radiation sources of 
all kinds. These are the most up-to-date figures at present available, but a 
further report is expected shortly. There are, as yet, no mandatory regula- 
tions covering the use of active substances by health personnel and, with the 
exception of the Factories (Luminising) Special Regulations, 1947 (1947, 
H.M.S.O., 3d.), the same is true in industry. A preliminary draft of regula- 
tions has been issued under the title Factories (Ionising Radiations) Special 
Regulations (1957, H.M.S.O., 1s.), covering personnel in industry and in the 
National Health Service, and this is being circulated for comment. Mean- 
while a number of codes of practice have been drawn up for use in various 
fields based on the 1955 recommendations of the International Commission. 


People in hospitals and medical laboratories are covered by the Code of 


Practice for the Protection of Persons exposed to Ionizing Radiations (1957, 
H.M.S.O., 8s.), which has been prepared by the Radioactive Substances 
Standing Advisory Committee set up under the Radioactive Substances Act, 
1948. For the guidance of people in industry the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service has issued Precautions in the Use of Ionising Radiations in 
Industry (3rd edition 1957, H.M.S.O., 3s), but the figures given in this for 
maximum permissible dose rates are based on earlier 1.C.R.P. recommenda- 
tions made in 1950. 


With the aim of giving practical advice of direct use to people engaged in 
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handling radioactive materials, a series of short courses has been held in the 
Health Physics Division at Harwell. A Short Course on Radiological Protection 
edited by R. J. Sherwood and H. J. Dunster (A.E.R.E. H.P/L23, 1956, 
H.M.S.O., 13s.3d.) is an expanded version of the lectures given and has a 
considerable amount ot practical experience behind it. 


Technical works dealing with the biological effects of radiation are outside 
the scope of this article, but three recent publications of interest to the general 
public must be mentioned. Hazards to Man of Nuclear and Allied Radiations 
(1956, H.M.S.O., 5s.6d.) is a report by the Medical Research Council on 
the medical aspects of nuclear radiation including the genetic aspects. This is 
an important document which emphasises the fact that the hazards to health 
are the same whether they arise from nuclear weapons or from the use of 
radiations for peaceful purposes. The only difference is one of degree and 
intensity. The purpose of the report is to indicate the nature of the risks and 
the degree to which they can be controlled and in so doing to guide informed 
opinion in the country and, in particular, those responsible for decisions of 
policy. Atomic Radiation and Life by Peter Alexander (1957, Penguin Books, 
38.6d.) is a very readable account of contemporary knowledge in this field 
which discusses the biological significance of atomic radiation and pin-points 
the gaps in knowledge which have been responsible for making this subject 
one of great controversy. The author draws freely on a wide variety of 
sources and there is an excellent bibliography to stimulate further reading. 
Lastly, a book which encroaches on the political aspects of the subject, Our 
Nuclear Adventure: Its Possibilities and Perils by D. G. Arnott (1957, Lawrence 
& Wishart, 11s.6d.), examines the hazards to which man is exposed by the 
expanding use of nuclear power and the continued testing of nuclear weapons. 
He suggests that many of the problems to which there is, as yet, no agreed 
solution arise from a combination of superlative technical efficiency with 
political and economic inadequacy and a considerable part of the book is 
devoted to a discussion of the genetic hazards arising from fall-out and from 
inadequate control over the use of radioactive materials. 


A survey of British literature on atomic energy would be incomplete 
without some mention of the periodical publications in this field. The 
enginecring aspects are covered in Atomics and Nuclear Energy (1949, Leonard 
Hill, 12 issues, 70s. per annum), Nuclear Engineering (1956—, Temple Press, 
monthly, 3s.6d. per copy; 42s. per annum) and Nuclear Power (1956—, 
Rowse Muir Publications, monthly, 3s.6d. per copy; 42s. per annum). All 
these include articles on the industrial uses of radioisotopes. The Journal of 
the British Nuclear Energy Conference (1956—, British Nuclear Energy Con- 
ference, 60s. per annum) contains papers, on the design and operation of 
nuclear reactors, given at symposia organised by the Conference, and the 
Journal of the Joint Panel on Nuclear Marine Propulsion (1957—, Institute of 
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Marine Engineers, twice yearly, 7s.6d. per copy; 15s. per annum) carries out 
the same function in the field of marine nuclear propulsion. The Journal of 
Nuclear Energy (1954—, Pergamon Press, monthly 42s. per copy; £7 per vol. 
of 4 issues; £21 per annum) was established primarily for publication of 
technical articles by staffs of the European atomic energy projects and covers 
reactor physics and engineering. It has included since August, 1956, trans- 
lations of selected papers from the Russian journal Atomniya Energiya (Soviet 
journal of atomic energy). The International Journal of Applied Radiation and 
Isotopes (1956—, Pergamon Press, 42s. per copy; 120s. per vol. of 3 issues) 
contains articles describing original work in the applications of radioisotopes 
in industry, medicine, biology and chemistry, while Physics in Medicine and 
Biology (1956—, Taylor & Francis, quarterly, 20s. per copy; 70s. per annum), 
which is the journal of the Hospital Physicists Association, covers all bio- 
logical and medical applications of atomic energy. The October, 1957, issue 
of this journal contains the most recent report of the International Commission 
on Radiological Protection on the ‘Exposure of Man to Ionizing Radiations 
arising from Medical Procedures’. This report to the United Nations 
Scientific Committee on the Effects of Atomic Radiations studies the problem 
of assessing radiation exposures arising in medical examination and treatment, 
with particular reference to genetic damage, and makes appropriate recom- 
mendations.

FIVE YEARS’ WORK IN LIBRARIANSHIP, 1951-1955. 
Edited by P. H. Sewell. Library Association, 6os. 1958. 25-5 cm. 426 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 
This valuable reference work is a quinquennial survey of the major trends, develop- 
ments and publications in librarianship in the United Kingdom and abroad. A 
carefully selected band of contributors covers all types of libraries: national, govern- 
ment, university, public and special, as well as many special aspects of library work. 
These include administration, work with children, reference service, the technical 
services, library co-operation, education for librarianship, library buildings, biblio- 
graphical organisation, book production, documentary reproduction and archives. 
There are very many references to the material published during the five years, which 
are usefully collected at the end of each chapter. (020-5) 


MICRORECORDING IN LIBRARIES. A_ Review of Present 
Practice. J. Burkett. Library Association, 8s.8d. 1957. 21-5 cm. $6 pages. Illustrations.

Curiosity about the use of microphotography as a means of preservation, and 

economical storage of information for quick retrieval, has grown in the United 

Kingdom, and in this little work the history of microrecords, the form in which they 

are now published, apparatus for making and reading them, microphotographic 

service, and publishing facilities are dealt with concisely and helpfully, and information 
on costs is included. The final sections, on the uses of microphotography and on 
policy regarding choice of process and reader, are set out in a practical manner by 
the author, who, as a librarian in a specialised technical field, has made a close study 
of these matters.

ARCHIVES AND MANUSCRIPTS IN LIBRARIES. Philip Hepworth. 
Library Association, 4s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 30 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper 
covers.

This useful pamphlet by the City Librarian of Norwich briefly records the achieve- 

ments of British libraries of all kinds in the conservation and use of archives and 

manuscripts. Catalogues and guides to manuscripts in the libraries are listed, and 
attention is paid to career prospects and questions of organisation. The Library 

Association Statement of Policy, on the place of archives and manuscripts in libraries, 

adopted in May, 1957, is included as an appendix. (025-171)

EDUCATION BOOK GUIDE. Volume III, 1958. Compiled by the 
National Book League. Councils and Education Press, 14s. 1958. 25 cm. 160 pages. 
Index. 

This guide, now well established as an annual, lists all books considered suitable for 

use in schools—in both classroom and library. It covers books published between 

1st December, 1956 and 30th November, 1957, for all ages up to eighteen. The books 
are Classified alphabetically by subject in broad classes with some sub-division, and the 
longer sections, English, History, Science and Fiction, are divided into Primary and 

Secondary works. There is an index of authors. Each entry is annotated, but no 

attempt has been made to assess values and it is expressly stated that the inclusion of 

a work does not necessarily imply recommendation. (028-5)

BERTRAND RUSSELL’S BEST. Silhouettes in Satire. Selected and 
introduced by Robert E. Egner. Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 114 pages. 
Lord Russell is an ideal writer from whom to make selections, because he has a style 
at once concise and epigrammatic. The emphasis in this book is on satire, but behind 
Russell’s mordant wit is much human compassion. Consequently the extracts do not 
leave the reader with a negative taste. The book deals with such themes as psychology, 
religion, sex and education, and each section is prefaced by a useful introduction by 
the American compiler, Professor Egner. The lesson with which the assembled 
material leaves us is the danger of fanaticism. Easy to read and to handle, this little 

volume represents a compendium of sanity and may also be a source of diversion.

JOURNEY THROUGH ADOLESCENCE. Doris Odlum. Delisle, 10s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 186 pages. 
Written in an easy, conversational style by a medical psychologist, this most helpful 
and practical study, suitable for intelligent parents, social workers and teachers, should 
be on public library shelves. Dr. Odlum devotes one chapter to health and physical 
changes and another to the most important psychological characteristic of the 
adolescent, his discovery of the self; she also deals at length with his attitude to home, 
school, work and the community, and to his friendships, pleasures, love and spiritual 
values.

ISLAMIC OCCASIONALISM and its Critique by Averroés and Aquinas. 
Majid Fakhry. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 220 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Histories of philosophy make frequent reference to the contact between Moslem and 
Scholastic philosophy, but few scholars have sufficient knowledge of the Eastern 
and Western traditions to treat the matter in detail. Dr. Fakhry has written a clear and 
interesting study of Occasionalism, namely, the view that all events are directly 
caused by the intervention of God in nature. The great European exponent of this 
view was St. Augustine, but it was Malebranche, the disciple of Descartes, who 
presented it in modern form. St. Thomas Aquinas first reacted against it in his 
counterblast to Moslem theology, though Averroés had already attacked it from 
within the Moslem tradition. Dr. Fakhry’s essay, a revised version of a thesis presented 
at Edinburgh University, forms a valuable contribution to knowledge. He presents 
his argument with lucidity. The notes and bibliography testify to the range of his 
scholarship. (189)

OUR BIBLE AND THE ANCIENT MANUSCRIPTS. Sir Frederic 
Kenyon. Revised by A. W. Adams. Introduction by G. R. Driver. sth edition. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 42s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 

The first edition of this work appeared in 1895 to meet the need for a popular but 

scholarly account of the history of the biblical text from its earliest forms inscribed 

on leather and papyrus to modern printed translations. The Dean of Divinity of 

Magdalen College, Oxford, has revised the work throughout and enlarged it by the 

insertion of new sections, notably on the Dead Sea Scrolls and the latest English 

versions. Students will find this improved and up-to-date edition a dependable text- 
book, and the general reader will welcome this clear, attractive and well-illustrated 

aid to the understanding of the transmission of the Scriptures. (220) 


CHRISTIANITY AND PARADOX. Critical Studies in Twentieth- 
Century Theology. Ronald W. Hepburn. Watts, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 220 pages. 
Index. 

The author, who is Lecturer in Moral Philosophy in the University of Aberdeen, 

examines with marked competence the fact that religious language is a language of 

paradox and inquires whether the term “God” is a meaningful concept. He concludes 
that there is no logically reliable method of identifying God or of establishing the 
necessity of invoking Him as an explanation of the world and its existence. On the 
other hand, while the main result of the argument which embraces Christology, 
miracle and moral experience is negative, it is claimed that the theologian, challenged 
by the linguistic philosophy, may be enabled to clarify the logical structure of his 
own theological system. Further, sceptical thinkers need to be reminded that religious 
language may have its own logic and religious ideas should be analysed in relation to 
their contexts if they are to be understood. A provocative and stimulating discussion.

MAN’S ESTIMATE OF MAN. E. H. Robertson. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 126 pages. Index. 

This book originated in the desire to help study groups to gain a clearer understanding 

of the nature of man, arid such groups will undoubtedly find here abundant material 

for discussion. The author first deals with modern estimates of man including those 
of the psychologists, the existentialists and the Marxists. He then proceeds to give an 
outline of the Christian solution, which he describes not only in the light of biblical 
teaching and such modern writers as Tillich and Bonhoeffer, but in relation to the 
questions raised by contemporary thought. Mr. Robertson is study-secretary of the 
United Bible Societies. (233) 


A THEOLOGY OF ELECTION: Israel and the Church. Jakéb Jocz. 
S.P.C.K., 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 236 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This penetrating study of Hebrew-Christian relations by a Hebrew Christian 
continues the investigation begun in Dr. Jocz’s The Jewish People and Jesus Christ 
(1949). Here the emphasis is on theological problems linked by the concept of 
election. Thus the nature of the ideal Church and the church in history, the definition 
of Israel, the understanding of pre-Destruction Judaism and its importance for the 
study of Christianity, and various biblical themes such as the Messiah and 
eschatalogical hope are dealt with, and many individual passages in the Old and New 
Testaments receive acute analysis. This is a real contribution not only to the Jewish- 
Christian debate but also to theological studies. (260)

JESUS’ PROMISE TO THE NATIONS. The Franz Delitzsch Lectures 
for 1953. Joachim Jeremias. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. 1958. 21°5 cm. 84 pages. 
Bibliography. Indexes. Paper covers. (Studies in Biblical Theology No. 24) 

Professor Jeremias of Géttingen enquires whether it is possible to resolve the dilemma 

presented by the fact that Jesus limited His own activity and that of his disciples to 

Israel while he promised a place in the Kingdom to the Gentiles. With wide erudition 

and unusual insight, he shows that Jesus’ preaching to Israel, His death and coming 

again will bring into being the universal Kingdom of God. The bearing of thts 
conclusion on the nature, authority and biblical basis of the missionary task of the 

Church is briefly considered. (266) 


A MANUAL FOR NOVICE MISTRESSES. Being the English version 
of Pour les maitresses des novices. Translated from the French by Patrick Hepburne- 
Scott. Blackfriars Publications, 13s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. (Religious Life TX) 

This is the ninth volume in the series Problémes de la religieuse d’aujourd’hui. It em- 

bodies the fruits of a conference of the Novice Mistresses of Dominican congregations 

in France and has been published in the hope that it will prove of use to ail who are 
charged by the Church with the formation of Religious Sisters. There are interesting 
chapters on psychological factors affecting vocation, health and nervous equilibrium, 
training in prudence and obedience, curricula of studies and growth in the religious 
life.

THE RECOVERY OF UNITY. A Theological Approach. E. L. Mascall. 
Longmans, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Canon Mascall of Christchurch, Oxford, contends that the main difficulties in the 
way of Christian unity are theological and that the most fruitful approach is therefore 
theological rather than pragmatic. A critical review of the presuppositions of 
Protestantism is followed by a discussion of the liturgical theology of Luther, Zwingli 
and Calvin. Here the author, who is an Anglo-Catholic, shows little acquaintance 
either with the original authoritics or recent studies of Luther and the Reformers. 
Finally, radical disunities relating to the Church, ministry, episcopacy and papacy are 
examined and assessed. In these sections Canon Mascall displays wide learning and 
considerable dialectical skill. His submission that the conception of the Church in 
modern Roman teaching is primarily juridical and not sacramental calls for careful 
consideration. (280) 


KINGDOM OF THE SAINTS. The Story of Brigham Young and the 
Mormons. Ray B. West, Jr. Cape, 30s. 19§8. 22°5 cm. 412 pages. Illustrations. Ma ap. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The author had what he describes as a typical Mormon boyhood in Utah but, 

although he served as a Mormon missionary in Germany for two years, he later lost 

the faith in which he was nurtured. A clear, detailed and occasionally dramatic 
account is given of the foundation of the Mormon sect in 1830, the character and 
achievements of Joseph Smith and more particularly Brigham Young, the varying 
fortunes of a vigorous religious community and the establishment of Salt Lake City. 
There is a frank discusion of such controversial issues as Mormon persecution, the 
practice of polygamy and Mormon-Gentile hostility. (289-3) 


THE FOOTPRINT OF THE BUDDHA. E. F. C. Ludowyk. Allen & 
Unwin, 30s. 1958. 24 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations. Index. 


Mr. Ludowyk has packed a great deal of scholarly information into his admirable

short book, which skilfully avoids the twin perils of dull pedantry and romantic 

ush. After showing how unhistorical legends may enshrine significant truths, he 
fucidly traces the impact of Buddhism upon Ceylon and the rise and fall of the great 
cities, Mihintale, Sigiriya, Anuradhapura, Polonnaruva and Yapahuva, something of 
whose ruined splendour is evoked by Ina Bandy’s excellent photographs. There are 
three regrettable omissions, which could easily be rectified in future editions: a map 
of Ceylon; a brief chronological table; and notes in the text referring the reader to the 
illustrations. (294-3) 


THE ABERDEEN CODEX OF THE HEBREW BIBLE. Cecil Roth. 
Oliver & Boyd for the University of Aberdeen, 21s. 1958. 23 cm. 46 pages. 
Illustrations. (Aberdeen University Studies, No. 138) 

This essay by the Reader in Jewish Studies in Oxford University gives a full account 

of a superb Hebrew Massoretic Bible now in the University Library at Aberdeen. 

It was described by Dr. Johnson as ‘of exquisite penmanship’. Written in a Sephardic 

hand on 388 vellum leaves, the manuscript was finished in A.D. 1494. Dr. Roth shows 

that the binding, calligraphy and illuminations point to Naples as its place of origin, 
and from his unrivalled knowledge of medieval Jewry he suggests the historical 
circumstances in which it was written. The plates, though uncoloured, witness the 

exceptionally fine decorations in this codex. (296-1)

Sociology 
FUNCTION, PURPOSE AND POWERS. Some Concepts in the 
Study of Individuals and Societies. Dorothy Emmet. Macmillan, 28s. 1958. 22 cm. 
308 pages. Index. 
The author is without doubt the most able woman philosopher writing in Britain. 
Consequently her latest book on problems of society will be read with interest. She 
is a thinker of keen metaphysical insight, and her readings in social anthropology have 
confirmed rather than undermined her conviction that social problems are irreducible 
to politics and economics. She discusses such subjects as social status, open and closed 
morality, the function of symbols and the nature of charismatic power. The book is 
saved from abstractness by continual immersion in the concrete, and its message of 
faith in human creativeness, not merely in great men of genius but in ordinary 
individuals, is a reassuring and convincing one. The layman as well as the student 
will be able to follow the argument without difficulty. (301) 


GROWING UP IN AN AUSTRALIAN CITY. A Study of Adolescents 
in Sydney. W. F. Connell, E. P. Francis, Elizabeth E. Skilbeck and a group of 
Sydney University Students. Australian Council for Educational Research (Melbourne, 
Australia), 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book contains the preliminary charting of some of the main features that 

emerged from a survey of adolescent attitudes and behaviour undertaken by a group 

of students and staff of Sydney University. It covers many aspects of adolescent 
activity—the development of adult modes of thought and behaviour, the growth of 
emotional stability, and the influence of the home environment, education, reading 
and films on boys and girls from 13 to 18. Although produced primarily to provide 
basic information on Australian conditions, this study should be of interest to those 
working in the fields of sociology and psychology. (301-43) 
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YEAR BOOK II. 1957. East and West Library for the Leo Baeck Institute 
of Jews from Germany, 27s.6d. 1958. 23-5 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

These annual volumes of essays are concerned with ‘the legacy of German Jewry’, 

an apt, if melancholy, designation, for the Jewish community in Germany, whose 

spiritual and intellectual currents did so much to vitalise German culture, has 
practically ceased to exist. In the present collection some twenty contributors analyse 
and discuss, under the group headings of the organisation of Jewish life and the 
interrelation of German and Jewish thought, various aspects of the history and 
activity of the Jews during the past century and a half. The writings and influence of 

Baeck himself, who died in 1956, are discussed in a number of essays, and there is a 

useful bibliography of post-war publications on subjects with which the Institute is 

concerned. These annual volumes promise to become an important source for the 

student of German life and thought generally. (301-45)

SURVEY METHODS IN SOCIAL INVESTIGATION. C. A. 
Moser. Heinemann, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 366 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. (Heinemann 
Books on Sociology) 
Mr. Moser, who is Reader in Social Statistics in the University of London, here 
makes available to a wider public an exceedingly helpful lecture-course delivered to 
students of the London School of Economics. He describes the more important 
surveys relating to poverty, regional planning, public opinion, population, leisure 
activities, and so on, which have already been undertaken, and explains fully, but 
with the minimum of technical detail, the methods adopted. The reader is given a 
clear insight into the nature and methods of sampling and the correct use of question- 
naires and interviews, whether for sociological, marketing or administrative enquiries.

PRINCIPALITY AND POLITY. Aquinas and the Rise of State Theory 
in the West. Thomas Gilby. Longmans, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 384 pages. Index. 
Earlier books by Dr. Gilby revealed not only his deep knowledge of the thought of 
St. Thomas Aquinas, but also his real ability to present that thought to modern 
readers in a stimulating and readable fashion. His latest book is a study of Aquinas 
as a political thinker. Although he wrote no formal treatise on this subject, it was 
one which was much in his mind, and from the numerous references scattered through 
his writings a coherent system can be constructed. Dr. Gilby’s main concern is with 
the various influences, especially those of theology, law, philosophy and social 
history, which underlie St. Thomas’s ideas. The result is a satisfying survey of 
medieval political thought. (320-1) 


THE POLITICS OF INEQUALITY. South Africa since 1948. Gwendolen 
M. Carter. Thames & Hudson, 63s. 1958. 26 cm. $36 pages. Diagrams. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is clearly the most important work which has yet appeared on Nationalist rule 

in South Africa. Professor Carter approaches the South African situation with a 

coldly academic attitude and applies to it techniques of the American school of 

political science. She builds up stage by stage a comprehensive and analytical account 
of the country’s political life. Much of this is new and highly original; particularly 
the treatments given to the function and nature of the United Party (which comes 
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out surprisingly well), the history of the Torch Commando, and to the non- 
European parties, including the African National Congress. The elections of 1948 
and 1953 are thoroughly examined, using the techniques of the English ‘psephologists’. 
Fully documented, the book should stand as a major reference work for many years.

FRENCH ELECTORAL SYSTEMS AND ELECTIONS, 1789-1957. 
Peter Campbell. Faber, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 144 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Between 1789 and 1848 alone the French constitution was changed nine times, 
usually with changes in the electoral system, and there have been frequent changes 
since. Mr. Campbell gives details of the various systems adopted, with statistical 
returns of parties, votes and seats at individual elections, and discusses which of the 
schemes or their alternatives (such as a further modified form of proportional repre- 
sentation) is best suited to the needs of the country. Besides its value as a contribution 
to modern French history and to the science of government, the book is useful for its 
summaries of the numerous electoral laws. (324-44) 


ECONOMICS OF INTERNATIONAL MIGRATION. Proceedings 
of a Conference held by the International Economic Association. Edited by 
Brinley Thomas. Macmillan, 45s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 516 pages. Indexes. 

These twenty-four papers delivered before the seventh conference of the Inter- 

national Economic Association, under the chairmanship of Professor Brinley Thomas, 

cover a wide and important field. The chairman himself dealt with migration and 
international investment; other experts, including Professor J. J. Spengler, Professor 

A. P. Lerner and other world-famous economists, spoke on effects in receiving 

countries, immigration and inflationary pressure, the experience of individual 

countries of emigration and immigration, intra-European movements, circumstances 
in the Far East, and the general social aspects of migration. In conclusion, Professor 

H. S. Ellis discussed possible alternatives to international migration as an aid to 

economic development. (325) 


BRITISH AND FOREIGN STATE PAPERS with which is incorporated 
Hertslet’s Commercial Treaties. 1949, Part II, Vol. 154. Compiled and edited in 
the Librarian’s Department of the Foreign Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 189s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 986 pages. Index. 

The texts contained in this volume are mainly of multilateral agreements and of 

ratifications and additions to existing agreements both multi- and bilateral. Now that 

it is necessary to publish the papers for one year in several volumes it would be useful 
to have a cumulative index or, failing that, a statement on the principle on which the 

documents were divided, as was provided in the 1947 volumes. (327) 


DOCUMENTS ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1955. Selected, 
edited and introduced by Noble Frankland, assisted by Patricia Woodcock. 
Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 60s. 1958. 
24°5 cm. $36 pages. 

Following a general section mainly concerned with the two Geneva conferences, 

the documents in this volume are grouped under the headings: The Power Struggle 

in Europe, The Growing Crisis in the Middle East, and Independent Asia and the 

Great Powers. The introductory notes are longer than in 1954 and this, coupled with 

the lack of an index, means that the present volume will be of more use to those 

doing long-term research rather than for quick reference. (327) 
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DEFENCE IN THE NUCLEAR AGE. Stephen King-Hall. Gollancz, 18s. 
1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. 
On any aspect of defence Sir Stephen King-Hall is worth reading and here he proposes 
the abandonment of nuclear weapons, led by Britain, as the proper military-political 
reply to the Communist threat of world domination. After a pungent review of the 
West’s military defence, he advocates a European Treaty Organisation for the 
preparation and training of nations to deal with an enemy occupation, accompanied 
by a widespread and powerful psychological onslaught on Communism. He writes 
in a brisk and forceful style and knows how to convey his facts, criticisms and 
theories. The arguments are often convincing but some factors not considered in the 
book should be remembered. Among these might be: non-violent resistance to a 
Russian occupation could make the country a target for weapons of the still-free 
West; the Communist concept of time and the sanctity of human life; and the recent 
history of satellite nations. Nevertheless, the book demands thought. (327) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY 1919-1939. 
Edited by Rohan Butler and J. P. T. Bury. First series. Vol. VII. 1920. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 75s. 1958. 25 cm. 774 pages. 

This is the first of the volumes for the year 1920. It contains the full proceedings of 

the First Conference of London which met from February 12 to April 10, 1920. The 

main purpose of the conference was to prepare a treaty of peace with Turkey. This 
was eventually signed as the Treaty of Sévres on August 10, 1920. With a few minor 

exceptions this is the first time these proceedings have been published. (327-42) 


THE ‘OFFICE’. A Study of British Foreign Policy and its makers: 1919-1951. 
John Connell. Wingate, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 368 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book, by a distinguished journalist, treats very readably three aspects of the 

same subject: the course of British foreign policy between 1919 and 1951, the person- 

alities of successive Foreign Secretaries and of some leading Foreign Office officials 
and Ambassadors, and the changes in the Foreign Service during that period. Among 

Foreign Secretaries Mr. Connell is most attracted to Curzon, Austen Chamberlain, 

Henderson and Bevin. He puts forward an interesting defence of Sir Samuel Hoare 

and a more lenient view of Sir John Simon, and discusses sympathetically the enigma 

of Eden. His analysis and condemnation of the paralysis of foreign policy during the 

thirties are clear and forceful. The last chapter on Burgess and Maclean gives a 

convincing and balanced account of that celebrated episode but possibly over- 

estimates its permanent effects. (327-42) 


DOCUMENTS ON GERMAN FOREIGN POLICY 1918-1945. 
Series C (1933-1937). The Third Reich: First Phase, Vol. I. January 30-October 14, 
1933. H.M. Stationery Office, 47s.6d. 1958. 24 cm. 1,026 pages. 

On 30 January 1933 Adolf Hitler took office as Reich Chancellor. On the 13 and 14 

October 1933 a German Cabinet meeting took place at which Germany’s withdrawal 

from the League of Nations and so from the Disarmament Conference was announced. 

From the documents relating to the intervening months the reader can follow the 

crystallisation of what was to be Nazi German foreign policy for the remaini 

pre-war years. (327°43

TEXTBOOK OF ECONOMIC ANALYSIS. Edward Nevin. Macmillan, 
18s. 1958. 22 cm. 436 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 


This is an admirable introduction for the student of university entrance standard or 
for the general reader. Although it demands no previous knowledge of economics, 
it gives a reliable approach to the subject as a whole and to the recognised theories 
of demand, production, price, income distribution, money, banking, employment 
and international economics, and quickly accustoms the reader to the use of demand, 
supply and indifference curves and to the generally accepted terminology. Each 
chapter is provided with a few well-chosen references to slightly more advanced 
reading. Dr. Nevin is Lecturer in Economics in the University College of Wales, 
Aberystwyth.

LABOUR PROBLEMS IN INDIAN INDUSTRY. V. V. Giri. 
Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 18.00. 1958. 22 cm. 472 pages. Index. 


In spite of the growing industrialisation of India little has been published on the 
country’s labour problems; this book meets a real need. The author, who helped to 
establish the trade union movement in India and became President of its Trade Union 
Congress, was later appointed Minister of Labour in the Indian Government, and 
writes with sound knowledge of the conditions. He deals generally with the whole 
labour situation, including the trade union movement, industrial relations, labour 
legislation, wage policy, social security, industrial hygiene and housing, and makes 
constructive suggestions for the improvement of the country’s labour statistics.

MARX, PROUDHON AND EUROPEAN SOCIALISM. J. Hampden 
Jackson. English Universities Press, 8s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. (Teach Yourself History Library) 

Mr. Jackson, Senior Staff Tutor of the Cambridge University Board of Extra-~Mural 

Studies, is the author of a biography of Jaurés and, in this present series, Clemenceau 

and the Third Republic. In this new book he describes the two main trends of socialist 

thought in Europe: the anarchist tradition, beginning with Proudhon and having its 
greatest influence in France and Spain, and the authoritarian tradition of Marx which 
spread from Germany to Russia. By a revealing study of the lives of these two men he 
provides a clear elementary introduction to socialist doctrine for the general reader 
and the student. (335)

ASPECTS OF JUSTICE. Sir Carleton Kemp Allen. Stevens & Sons, 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
The author, who was formerly Professor of Jurisprudence in the University of 
Oxford, has brought together a number of recent lectures and essays. In the first 
five, entitled ‘Aspects of Justice’, he deals first with the grammar of justice and then 
with a consideration of justice in its relationship to mercy, to justice-according-to-law, 
to expediency and to liberty. The next group, on cruelty, discusses cruelty to children 
and to animals and matrimonial cruelty. “The Conscience of Counsel’ deals with 
problems of legal professional etiquette in the criminal trial of George Dean in 
Sydney, Australia, in 1895. The final article is devoted to ‘Literature of the Law’.

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THE BASIS OF OBLIGATION IN INTERNATIONAL LAW 
AND OTHER PAPERS. James Leslie Brierly. Selected and edited by 
Sir Hersch Lauterpacht and C. H. M. Waldock. Oxford University Press, sos. 
1958. 22 cm. 424 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

The present volume brings together the important Hague Academy lectures given 

by the late Professor Brierly on “The basis of obligation in International Law’ (now 

translated into English), together with a number of his lectures and addresses published 
in British and foreign periodicals. Altogether some twenty-nine papers are included 
and, together with his two books, The Law of Nations and The Outlook for International 

Law, provide the complete contribution to International Law of the distinguished 

holder of the Chichele Chair of International Law and Diplomacy at Oxford from 

1922 to 1947. The essays are preceded by a biographical note by his successor, 

Professor C. H. M. Waldock, and an essay on Brierly’s contribution to International 

Law by Sir Hersch Lauterpacht. (341) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF INTERNATIONAL LAW BY THE 
INTERNATIONAL COURT. Being a revised edition of The Develop- 
ment of International Law by the Permanent Court of International Justice (1934). Sir 
Hersch Lauterpacht. Stevens & Sons, 63s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 428 pages. Index. 

The first edition (1934) consisted of just over one hundred pages on the pre-war 

Permanent Court of International Justice. Since then, the present International Court 

of Justice has been established and this important new edition includes the first nine 

years of its work. The object is to assess the work of the two Courts in terms of 
present problems of the judicial function in general and of international problems in 
particular. The first part deals with the case-law developed by the Courts and 
judicial technique, part two contains chapters on judicial caution, restraint, hesitation 
and indecision, the third part is on judicial legislation, and part four assesses the 
effectiveness of the law. The last part treats of the courts and state sovereignty: the 
two sections in this part dealing with restraints upon, and recognition of, claims of 
sovereignty, respectively. (341) 


THE LEGALITY OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. Gcorg Schwarzenberger. 
Stevens & Sons, 10s. boards; 3s.6d. paper covers. 1958. 20 cm. 70 pages. (Library 
of World Affairs, No. 43) 

This reproduces a public lecture given by the author at University College, London, 

where he is Reader in International Law. The author considers whether any rules of 

international law limit or exclude the use of all or some nuclear weapons, and in 
what circumstances. He begins by considering the relevant law creating processes 
and relevant legal principles behind the laws of war, and then considers the individual 
tules of international law regarding nuclear weapons, covering first the prohibition 
of the use of all such weapons, exceptions to the prohibition and additional grounds 
of illegality.

THE SANCTITY OF LIFE AND THE CRIMINAL LAW. Glanville 
Williams. Faber, 30s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 320 pages. Index. 

This volume reproduces in a reset English edition the Carpentier Lectures, delivered 

in Columbia University, New York, and constitutes a stimulating discussion of 

problems of current legal and sociological importance. The lectures deal with the 

protection of human life (including infanticide and the treatment of the mother), 

the control of conception, sterilisation, artificial insemination, abortion, the prohibi-

tion of suicide and euthanasia. Although the author, who is Reader in English Law in 
the University of Cambridge, approaches these problems as a lawyer, he considers 
also their moral, religious, medical and social aspects. (343) 


WILLIAMS’ LAW AND PRACTICE IN BANKRUPTCY. 17th 
edition by Muir Hunter. Stevens & Sons, 126s. 1958. 25 cm. 1,108 pages. Index. 
This is the standard treatise on the English law of bankruptcy, first published in 
1870. Since the last edition in 1949, the Bankruptcy Rules have been amended and 
consolidated and, in addition, there have been a number of important decisions in 
the courts. The text has been reduced by eliminating the historical background and 
obsolete material. The main part of the text is based on the eight parts of the 
Bankruptcy Act, 1914, as amended. There are extensive appendices of Bankruptcy 
Forms. (347-7) 


Public Administration 
CABINET GOVERNMENT AND WAR, 1890-1940. John Ehrman. 
Cambridge University Press, 16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 150 pages. Index. (The Lees 
Knowles Lectures 1957) 
The advantages of the flexible constitution of the United Kingdom show clearly in 
these lectures. Mr. Ehrman explains how the machinery of administration which 
admirably served the 19th century could be adapted, without undue strain, to the 
entirely different circumstances of two world wars, mainly through the emergence in 
the 1890's of a system of Cabinet committees for defence and the subsequent develop- 
ment of this system to mect the vastly greater problems of the 2oth century. The 
book should be read by students of government or constitutional history, particularly 
of the period 1890-1918. (354°42)

SCHOOLS, 1958. A Directory of the Schools in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland Arranged in order of Their Counties and Towns. 35th edition. Truman & 
Knightley, 7s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 924 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 
This well-produced and illustrated yearbook forms a useful guide to educational 
facilities in Great Britain for boys and girls. It contains articles about Associations 
to which parents and schools may belong, and information, under counties and towns, 
on schools in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, with the exception of state- 
controlled Primary and Secondary Modern Schools. A tabulated list is given of boys’ 
schools which are recognised as public schools, with special information about each; 
and there is a section devoted to displayed announcements of many of the schools 
mentioned in the directory, giving short details of each, and, often, illustrations.

SOVIET EDUCATION FOR SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. 
Alexander G. Korol. Chapman & Hall, 68s. 1957. 23-5 cm. 542 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

This is an important work but needs to be read with caution. Of the dozen or so 

research workers to whom the author expresses his indebtedness only two are stated 

to have visited the Soviet Union. However, the analysis of published material appears 
to be thorough and comprehensive. Readers will need to be familiar with the 

American educational system because many of the author’s points depend on 

comparisons with American standards. There are valuable studies of examination

papers, textbooks, and academic appointments. Although primarily concerned with 
scientific education, the book gives a good deal of information on Soviet education 
in general and should therefore be of much interest. (370°947) 


CAREERS ENCYCLOPEDIA. A Work of Reference upon some 240 
Occupations, for Teachers, Parents, School-leavers, Undergraduates and Employ- 
ment Officials. 2nd edition revised. Edited by G. H. Chaffe and P. J. Edmonds. 
Cleaver-Hume Press, 15s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 688 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

A revised and much enlarged edition of a useful compilation. iMost of the information 

given has been checked by experts in the various fields, and the articles give details 

of educational requirements, prospects and salaries, as well as a description of the 
work involved. There are general articles on such subjects as ‘business’ and ‘art’ to 
guide those who have no definite idea of what will interest them, and the specific 
articles carry addresses to which one can write for further information and lists of 
training establishments. A book for all who advise young people on the choice of a 
career and which would be valuable in a general reference collection. (371-425) 


CO-OPERATIVE EDUCATION. A Handbook of Practical Guidance 
for Co-operative Educationists. Co-operative Union (Education Department, Stanford 
Hall, Loughborough), 6s.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 248 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Co-operation, particularly in the West, is liable to be regarded as a purely economic 

convenience, but it can and should be much more than this if it is to play a real 

part in a country’s social reconstruction. This handbook is based on the belief that 
the business of the co-operative movement is education, especially education for 
social responsibility. In a very clear and practical way it deals with all the aspects of 
the educational content of co-operation, from an analysis of the principles involved to 
committee procedures. It should be of real interest to anyone engaged in this or 
similar movements based on group activity. (374:2)

TELECOMMUNICATION ECONOMICS. T. J. Morgan. Macdonald, 
§0s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 452 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
After discussing the fundamental economic factors of a telecommunication system, 
such as depreciation, service life of engineering plant, annual costs, etc., methods for 
carrying out an enginecring economic study are outlined, and these are applied to a 
detailed study of automatic telephony networks. Although automatic telephony 
forms the main subject of the book, numerous examples are given from other 
branches of telecommunication, and the volume, therefore, should prove invaluable 
to any system planning engineer interested in the economic aspects of telecommunica- 
tion. (384) 


MIXED BLESSING. The Motor in Britain. C. D. Buchanan. Leonard Hill, 
30s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
The changes brought about by the rapid expansion of motor transport throughout 
the civilised world tend to pass unnoticed in the stress of modern life. Mr. Buchanan 
has done well to call attention to them in this delightfully illustrated book on the 
impact of the motor vehicle on British society during the last half century. He deals 
with many aspects, including the economic importance of the motor industry, the 
rise of motor racing and of caravanning holidays, effects on the road system and town 
planning, the traffic problem and the spoliation of the countryside. It is an enjoyable

Mathematics 
PROBLEMS IN EUCLIDEAN SPACE: APPLICATION OF 
CONVEXITY. The Adams Prize Essay of the University of Cambridge 
1955-56. Pergamon Press, 408. 1957. 22-5 cm. 174 pages. Diagrams. (International 
Series of Monographs on Pure and Applied Mathematics, Vol. 5) 
A book for the very advanced student and the research worker in pure mathematics. 
Its author is a Cambridge teacher who, in 1956, was awarded the much-coveted 
Adams Prize for this work. He is considering those problems which concern 
convex sets in real Euclidean space of two or three dimensions. He proceeds by careful 
stages from problems where convexity is of subsidiary importance to those which 
are defined for convex sets only. His work is an example of clear, elegant mathe- 
matical reasoning, probably at its highest in the final chapter, which discusses the 
properties of sub-classes of the class of convex sets. A delightful essay. (13°83) 


COMBINATION OF OBSERVATIONS. W. M. Smart. Cambridge 
University Press, 358. 1958. 22 cm. 268 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
Based on lectures given to Honours students in the University of Glasgow, this book 
should be of value to all those engaged in research involving measurement or ob- 
servation. Against a background of general statistical theory the author elaborates a 
mathematical method of dealing with errors made in the course of scientific 
observation and measurement. The main sources of error are discussed and the 
normal law of errors derived. The author goes on to discuss methods of determining 
the degree of precision of measurements, criteria for the rejection of ‘abnormal’ errors 
leading to the correction of observed frequency distributions, and the correlation of 
statistics relating to two or more different quantities. Practical examples from physics 
and astronomy and a table of values of the error function are included. (s19)

THE PLANET JUPITER. Bertrand M. Peck. Faber, 42s. 1958. 2275 cm. 
284 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
This, the first serious work devoted entirely to the planet Jupiter, is based on thirty- 
five years’ experience of observing the planet, and gathers together a mass of 
information, hitherto scattered through the astronomical literature. The greater part 
of the work is concerned with description and interpretation of hee and radio 
observations made of the planet and its satellites, and includes many excellent sketches 
and photographs of surface features. The remainder of the book discusses the theories 
put forward to account for the observed phenomena and summarises present ideas 
on the physical make-up of the planet. The author, who was for fiftecn years Director 
of the Jupiter Section of the British Astronomical Association, writes with clarity 
and enthusiasm and the book will be of interest and value to student, amateur and 
professional astronomer alike. (523-4)

ELECTRICITY AND MAGNETISM (to Advanced and Scholarship 
Level). C. G. Wilson. English Universities Press, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. $52 pages. 
Diagrams. Index. (Physical Science Texts) 

This volume covers the usual ground of electrostatics, magnetism, electromagnetism, 

and alternating currents and also contains chapters on cathode rays, electron physics, 

X-rays, atomic structure, and nuclear physics. Rationalised M.K.S. units are used. 

Examples are given throughout the text and exercises at the end of each chapter; 
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answers to numerical exercises are provided. A good modern textbook of well- 
chosen matter. The author is Principal Lecturer in Physics at the Royal Military 
College of Science, Shrivenham. (537) 


SURFACE ENERGY OF SOLIDS. V. D. Kuznetsov. Translated from 
the Russian. H.M. Stationery Office for the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, 6s.6d. boards. 1958. 20 cm. 292 pages. Diagrams. References. Mimeo- 
graphed. 

V. D. Kuznetsov is perhaps the leading authority in his field and has for several 

years led an active research team investigating phenomena related to the fracture of 

solids. The aim of the book is to correlate the several phenomena occurring during 
the failure of brittle materials through the essential property of surface energy. 

Naturally, considerable attention has been paid to methods of determining surface 

energy. The translation has been very well done. (539-2) 


THE COSMIC RADIATION. J. E. Hooper and M. Scharff. Methuen, 
12s.6d. 1958. 17 cm. 180 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
(Methuen’s Monographs on Physical Subjects) 

This book is based on a series of lectures given at Copenhagen, where both authors 

are research physicists. The subject matter is divided into eight chapters, which are 

well illustrated with graphs and several photographs. The important and interesting 
techniques are discussed, followed by a consideration of the primary particles and 
their interaction with matter. Some space is given to unstable particles, the degradation 
of primary energy in the high atmosphere, and effects at and below sea and ground 
level. The subject matter is most interesting and it is presented clearly and concisely 
in 2 manner suitable for those who have some training at least in physics.

Chemistry 

PROGRESS IN STEREOCHEMISTRY. Vol. 2. Edited by W. Klyne 
and P. B. D. de la Mare. Butterworth, sos. 1958. 25 cm. 330 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

The editors are well-known teachers in the University of London. Their first volume, 

which received great praise, covered the subject up to 1953. This one brings it to 

the close of 1956. It gives accounts of progress in the stereochemistry of inorganic 
molecules and complex ions, displacements at unsaturated centres, group V elements 
and homolytic processes, and deals also with steric effects on mesomerism, steric 
factors in immunochemistry, the optically labile compounds and crystallographic 
investigation in stereochemistry. The contributors are all acknowledged authorities 
on the aspects on which they write. Their conscientious co-operation, allied to good 
editing, has avoided overlapping. The advance in stereochemistry, even in the short 
span of 3-4 years, has been remarkable and this book is clearly necessary. (541-8) 


ELECTRONIC THEORIES OF ORGANIC CHEMISTRY. 
An Introductory Treatment. John William Baker. Oxford University Press, 30s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 234 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

The author, well known for his work and teaching in this field, provides here an 

excellent non-mathematical introduction. The presentation of the subject follows 

closely the lead of Sir C. Ingold, and since the subject matter and some of the 
concepts involved have often been the subject of considerable confusion and mis- 
understanding, this adherence to the lead of the main ment must be regarded as 
advantageous. Whether the volume is really suitable for 6th form and first year 
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university students may be doubted, as an adequate knowledge of general organic 
chemistry at this stage, which is a prior condition to a study of this book, is unusual. 
The book may, however, be a real help to schoolmasters teaching at this level, who 
might incorporate suitable portions of the subject into their general organic chemistry 
lectures. (547) 


SEMI-MICRO ORGANIC PREPARATIONS. J. H. Wilkinson. 
2nd edition. Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 196 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
A number of preparations have been added to those in the earlier edition which 
appeared four years ago, and these extend the utility of this book, which was originally 
designed for students in pure science and pharmacy, to those preparing for the GCE 
(Advanced) examination. Following a description of the main techniques and the 
equipment used—deliberately confined to simple procedures—the book proceeds to 
describe a variety of special cases of preparations of organic compounds, using the 
equipment and techniques already described. The emphasis is entirely on experi- 
mental technique. This is a satisfactory book for those requiring subsidiary or 
elementary training in organic chemistry. (547-01) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO PROTEIN CHEMISTRY. Sidney W. 
Fox and Joseph F. Foster. Chapman & Hall, 76s. 1957. 23-5 cm. 468 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This is the work of two very well-known teaching and research chemists. As a 

preparation for protein study proper an introductory third of the book is wisely 

devoted to the amino acids and the peptides. In the general account of the proteins 
which follows their amphoteric properties, electrophoresis, solubility behaviour and 
denaturation are perhaps especially competently dealt with, hormonal and blood 
proteins are well written up and there is a careful, scholarly examination of the 
relationship between proteins and enzymes. The authors have avoided controversy 
and detail but never descended to superficiality, the great danger with outlines of 
knowledge such as this. (547-92)

THE LOST LAND. Underwater Exploration in the Isles of Scilly. John 
Dunbar. Collins, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The Scilly Isles have been the subject of many legends, and Mr. Dunbar, who is a 
trained diver and archacologist, led the first underwater archaeological expedition 
organised in Britain expressly to explore this area. He offers no sweeping theories of 
a lost continent, but his party made many extremely interesting discoveries. He 
writes of the tremendous Atlantic storms, of the wreck of the Colossus carrying 
Sir William Hamilton’s cargo of antique vases and of the submerged causeway and 
walls between islands and mainland. There are also excellent chapters on the adaptation 
of submarine photographic and diving equipment to the difficult conditions of 
British waters. (551-460942)

POLAR ATMOSPHERE SYMPOSIUM. Part II: Ionospheric Section. 
Symposium at Oslo 2-8 July, 1956. Edited by K. Weekes. Pergamon Press for the 
Advisory Group for Aeronautical Research and Development, North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, 60s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 226 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
(Agardograph Series, No. 29) 

Here are papers and discussions of the Ionospheric Group of the 1956 Symposium. 
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Great Britain, Canada, Norway and the United States were represented at the 
lonospheric sessions. lonospheric movement and turbulence, prognostic techniques 
and absorption were the central topics. To the first of these, representatives of the 
Cavendish Laboratory, Cambridge, were perhaps the main contributors, while the 
majority of papers on the other two came from the United States. The subsequent 
questions and discussions are well recorded and add considerably to the value of the 
publication. There is a clear description of new techniques of observation and a re- 
emphasis of the importance of polar research for an understanding of atmospheric 
conditions in lower latitudes. (551°) 


Palaeontology 
FOSSIL MEN. A Textbook of Human Palaeontology. Marcellin Boule 
and Henri V. Vallois. New introduction by Kenneth P. Oakley Translated from 
the revised and enlarged sth French edition by Michael Bullock. Thames & 
Hudson, 84s. 1957. 24 cm. $62 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. References. 
Index. 
Les Hommes Fossiles was first published by Professor Boule in 1921 and became 
established as a standard textbook of human palacontology. It has since been twice 
revised by Professor Vallois and the present English translation contains further 
additions to cover the important discoveries of the last five years. There is a useful 
Introduction by Dr. Kenneth Oakley. It provides a remarkably compact summary 
of all the fossil evidence for human evolution and the establishment of racial types. 
It should be greatly welcomed by English-speaking students and by all readers 
seriously interested in the history of the human body. (560) 


Prehistoric Archaeology 
LAND OF TOLLUND MAN. The Prehistory and Archaeology of 
Denmark. Palle Lauring. Translated from the Danish by Reginald Spink. 
Lutterworth Press, 30s. 1957. 25 cm. 160 pages. Photographs by Lennart Larsen. 
Maps. Index. 
Tollund Man, the best preserved of all Danish bog finds, lived during the time of the 
Roman Empire, but this book covers the whole of Denmark’s prehistory down to the 
beginning of the Viking Age. The author is not a specialist and there are archaeo- 
logical errors in his text, but he writes with imaginative distinction. He deals as 
faithfully as he can with the mass of prehistoric material (Danish museums are among 
the richest in the world), but his real interest is in trying to recapture the inner 
experience of life of the men of these forgotten ages. The photographs are numerous, 
well chosen and of high quality. (571-09489) 


Anthropology 
WE, THE TIKOPIA. A Sociological Study of Kinship in Primitive 
Polynesia. Raymond Firth. 2nd edition. Allen & Unwin, 50s. 1958. 23 cm. 
632 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Index. 
To this second edition of a classic of modern social anthropology (first published 
1936) the author has added a short supplementary Introduction, otherwise it differs 
from the first only in layout and the omission of ten plates. It presents a specialist’s 
analytical account of social, particularly kinship, organisation in a small Polynesian 
outpost in the Melanesian Solomon Islands. The wealth of fascinating documentation 
is analysed and illuminated by a theoretical approach which has dated little, if at all. 
With the author’s other works this book makes Tikopia culture perhaps the best 
documented in Polynesian studies, and virtually the only one investigated by a 
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modern anthropologist while relatively unchanged from its indigenous form. Hence 
the book and its subject are most important to all students of Polynesia, or of 
humanity in general, while it should convey to the non-specialist something of the 
reality behind the romance of the South Sea Islands. (572-9935)

CHEMISTRY OF THE STEROIDS. Charles W. Shoppee. Butterworth, 
$08. 1958. 22°5 cm. 322 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Organic Chemistry 
Monographs) 
This is the first major work on the steroids since Chemistry of Carbon Compounds 
Volume IIB was published in 1953. It has considerable subsequent research to record. 
There is an account of the recent structural investigation of the sex and adrenocortical 
hormones and of the sapogenins and the cardiotonic glycosides and aglycones. 
Advances in steroid stereochemistry and achievements in partial and total syntheses 
are also described. Research up to the end of 1955 is covered and there are references 
to various important papers published in 1956. An altogether thorough, orderly 
survey with very comprehensive bibliographies and a vast number of elegantly drawn 
structural formulae. The author is Head of the Organic Chemistry Department in 
Sydney University. (574°19)

Vol. 8. Edited by J. A. V. Butler and B. Katz. Pergamon Press, 105s. 1958. 25*5 cm.

This collection of critical surveys, published annually, is intended for research workers 
concerned with the physical approach to biological and medical problems. Six fully 
documented articles by British specialists and three by American specialists combine 
learning with lucidity and set recent advances against an historical background. 
The editors, respectively Professors of Physical Chemistry and of Biophysics in 
London University, have made a wide choice of subject, balancing physiological and 

hysico-chemical interests, for example, including papers on physiology of hearing, 
sae colour vision, the axon surface and ionic permeability of the red cell membrane, 
and also on radiation effects on DNA synthesis and on its physical chemistry, bio- 
synthesis of connective tissue components and of protein, and the electrochemistry 
of the bacterial surface. (574191) 


FALL OUT. Radiation from Nuclear Explosions. General editor: A. Pirie.

Bertrand Russell contributes the preface to this book by nine scientists, whose aim 

has been to present, in terms intelligible to the layman, a scientifically accurate case 

for the abolition of H-bomb tests. Although controversial in its implications, this 
well-reasoned study gives a clear account of the interaction between radioactive 
substances and the living world, the damage already caused to man and animals by 
the explosions and their possible genetic effects. This edition includes short accounts 
of the accident at the Windscale plutonium factory and of the report published in 
1957 of the United States Congress Joint Committee on Atomic Energy on the 
nature of radioactive fall out and its effects in man. (574191) 


EARTH’S COMPANY. Leslie Reid. Murray, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 234 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


Mr. Reid has been concerned with trees and history during his career as forester and 
schoolmaster, but he has also been a naturalist. It is refreshing to have a book like 
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this on what amounts to world ecology written by a man whose mind stands some- 
what apart from professional biological preoccupations. He writes simply and 
straightforwardly for the general reader about the organisation of natural communi- 
ties, about evolution, adaptation and behaviour, and his survey is valuable because 
of his wide reading in modern field biological research. His aim is to trace a plan in 
the unfolding of life upon the earth and so to counter the view that evolution has 
taken place by chance processes. ($745) 


NATURAL SELECTION AND HEREDITY. P. M. Sheppard. 
Hutchinson, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 212 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 
This year is likely to produce a spate of books on evolution since it is just 100 years 
since Darwin and Wallace made their momentous communication to the Linnaean 
Society. Dr. Sheppard is well qualified to contribute to these since before taking his 
present post as Lecturer in Genetics in Liverpool University he worked for a number 
of years at Oxford on field genetical problems, especially natural selection. His book 
starts by considering Mendelian principles in language which can be understood by 
the non-specialist and then moves on to deal with chosen topics of modern evolu- 
tionary study—polymorphism, drift, dominance, mimicry, etc., illustrating each by 
recent work, often by himself or his colleagues. (575)

THE UFAW HANDBOOK ON THE CARE AND MANAGEMENT 
OF LABORATORY ANIMALS. 2nd edition. Edited by Alastair N. 
Worden and W. Lane-Petter. UFAW (Universities Federation for Animal Welfare), 
70s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 972 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Indexes. 
This second edition of an invaluable handbook first published in 1947 is greatly 
increased in size, showing the demand there is for expert guidance on the subject. 
The intention of the Federation is to secure that experimental animals are cared for 
humanely and with understanding, that experimentation shall be as painless as possible 
and that the number of experiments performed shall be the minimum compatible 
with convincing results. The first part deals with general housing and maintenance 
and with breeding systems; the rest reviews in sequence the wide range of animals 
now used in the laboratory, covering some sixty species in detail, with notes on over 
twenty morc. The volume is well illustrated and up-to-date bibliographies are supplied 
at the end of each chapter. The work assembled by the editors from over eighty 
contributors achieves a uniformly high standard in lucidity. (590-72) 


THE BAFUT BEAGLES. Gerald Durrell. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d.

A delightful writer on the capture of rare wild animals, Mr. Durrell describes in this 
book an expedition with hunting dogs to the Cameroons. Such quarry as the Que- 
Fong-Goo, their appearance and the circumstances of their capture, may bring to 
mind the fantastic world of Edward Lear rather than that of any recognisable fauna, 
but this is all part of the book’s charm. So, too, is the account of the author’s 
experience of local potentates and their festivities. The drawings are a happy accom- 
paniment to the text.

R. J. H. Beverton and S. J. Holt. H.M. Stationery Office for the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, 126s.

The study of the population dynamics of fish has always been a leap ahead of similar

ecological work on other animals, partly because it is urgent economically to under- 
stand them and partly because it is easy to amass population data on animals which 
can be so readily aged. The main purpose of the book is to provide principles by 
which the most economic harvesting of any fish species can be calculated and main- 
tained. The approach is mathematical and it is not a book for the general reader, but 
fishery research staffs throughout the world and ecologists studying the populations 
of animals other than fish will be grateful for this competent exposition of the subject.

The opening part of the book gives a first-hand account of 
the social life and habits of wild chimpanzees; the rest is divided into three sections, 
each dealing with an individual chimpanzee which has formed part of the author’s 
household. Even allowing for the high level of intelligence of these animals one finds 
it hard to grasp the completeness of understanding which existed between man and

The symposium, made possible in June 1957 by CIBA in Basle and organised by the 

Clinique Thérapeutique of the University of Geneva, was attended by thirty-three 

distinguished workers from Canada, Europe, the United Kingdom and the United 

States. Here the thirteen papers are published in full, with references and subsequent 

discussions, for research workers and clinicians. They give an up-to-date conspectus 

of present knowledge and report upon progress in the various fields of study, in 
biogenesis, metabolism, physiology and clinical medicine. From the results of this 
symposium, it was possible to propose subjects for further research and discussion.

THE ENGLISHMAN’S FOOD. A History of Five Centuries of English 
Diet. J. C. Drummond and Anne Wilbraham. Revised, and with a new chapter 
by Dorothy Hollingsworth. 2nd edition. Cape, 36s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 482 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

Miss Dorothy Hollingsworth, who has revised this book, was a colleague of the late 

Sir Jack Drummond during his time as Scientific Adviser at the Ministry of Food. 

She has concerned herself mainly with those sections dealing with nutrition, toning 

down claims and modifying statistics in the light of subsequent research. The 

nutritional consequences of the altered composition of flour resulting from the intro- 
duction of new milling techniques in 1880 have been cautiously re-examined, as 
have also the figures for the incidence of scurvy in the Middle Ages and the claims 
of change in adult stature in England over the centuries. The admired first-hand 
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historical quality of the original edition has been preserved by the retention of its 
numerous contemporary quotations from Young, Defoe, Smollett and many others.

DISINFECTANTS: Their Values and Uses. W. E. Finch. Chapman & Hall, 
30s. 1958. 23 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 
This work by an acknowledged authority on disinfectants will be of great assistance 
both to students and to those engaged in the manufacture and use of these materials. 
After a brief historical review, the author proceeds to discuss the general methods and 
principles governing the formulation of disinfectants. He then considers in more detail 
disinfectants based on coal tar, the substituted phenols, quaternary ammonium com- 
pounds and the hypochlorites. Subsequent chapters cover the uses of disinfectants on 
contaminated surfaces and the application of disinfectants for the purpose of hygiene 
and sanitation. A further chapter covers the manufacture of phenolic disinfectants 
and their standardisation. The work demonstrates the advancement in the science 
and practice of disinfection which have made considerable strides in recent years. 
The author’s views on evaluation methods will undoubtedly arouse considerable 
interest.

s-HYDROXYTRYPTAMINE: Proceedings of a Symposium held in London 
on Ist and 2nd April, 1957. Edited by G. P. Lewis. Pergamon Press, 60s, 1958.

An International Symposium was held in London in April 1957 to discuss the physio- 
logical role and pharmacological actions of s-hydroxytryptamine. The proceedings 
have now been published in book form. Each specialist has recorded his views and 
much extra information is gained from the general discussion which follows the major 
sections. Although no definite function has been ascribed to s-hydroxytryptamine, 
the two most likely are its maintenance of intestinal tone and its role in the central 
nervous system. The book, which contains the most up-to-date information on the 
subject, is well produced and easy to read. (615-5) 


MODERN TREATMENT YEARBOOK 1958. A_ Yearbook of 
Diagnosis and Treatment for the General Practitioner. Edited by Sir Cecil 
Wakeley. Bailliére for the Medical Press, 27s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations.

The 1958 selection of subjects discussed by specialists is representative of those which 

constantly vex the general practitioner; some are chosen because new techniques are 

available, others because prompt action is needed. Revision articles stress the value of 
well-tried methods or review home care and nursing of chronic illness. The thirty-one 
contributions, many of them documented, are notable for their practical nature and 
for the clarity and conciseness with which they present the essentials of diagnosis and 
treatment. Chronic bronchitis, antenatal care, barbiturate poisoning, the use of 
endocrines in dermatology, the home management of paralysis, the thyroid and 
radioactive iodine, are among the subjects very ably dealt with. (616-058) 


HIGH ARTERIAL PRESSURE. F. H. Smirk. Blackwell (Oxford), 753. 

1958. 25 cm. 800 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. References. Index. 
For clinician and research worker, this important reference work gives the results of 
Professor Smirk’s exceptional experience of treatment in the Dunedin Hospital 
hypertensive clinic, and of original research undertaken over many years. It is an 
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exhaustive study, proceeding from a discussion of measurement of blood pressure, 
natural history and ecology, the influence of changes in living conditions, physiology, 
to clinical manifestations, aetiology, psychosomatic aspects, pathogencsis and prog- 
nosis. Approximately half the space deals with treatment, including surgical pro- 
cedures, but, most fully, with experimental and clinical pharmacology, including 
drugs which the author does not recommend. This erudite, documented volume also 
contains much practical advice regarding instructions to patients, clinical record forms, 
and clinic organisation. (616-15) 


CHRONIC BRONCHITIS, EMPHYSEMA AND COR 
PULMONALE. C. H. Stuart-Harris and T. Hanley. Written in collaboration 
with Marjorie Clifton, Margaret M. Platts, J. D. S. Hammond and W. Whitaker. 
Wright (Bristol), 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 254 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Diagrams. References. Index. 

This comprehensive monograph by the Professor, Lecturer and Assistants in the 

Department of Medicine, Sheffield University, derives from a clinical study of hospital 

patients, and also from field work among industrial and rural communities which was 

undertaken to discover the earliest stages of chronic bronchitis. The natural history 
of chronic bronchitis and of each condition in the clinical picture is exhaustively 
presented, infection in its relation to chronic bronchitis and emphysema is considered, 
and particular interest is shown in chronic cor pulmonale and its pathological 
physiology. The practitioner will appreciate the chapters on differential diagnosis and 
treatment, and the epidemiologist and research worker the analysis of epidemiology 
and pathogenesis. (616-2) 


MODERN TRENDS IN GASTRO-ENTEROLOGY (Second Series). 
Edited by F. Avery Jones. Butterworth, 78s.6d. 1958. 25 cm. 460 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). Diagrams. References. Index. 

This volumeseeks to review modern advances against a background of established 

knowledge. Gastro-enterology has progressed more slowly than some other medical 

specialties, nevertheless isotope studies, cine-photography, methods of determining 
gastric secretion and devices for recording pressure changes show great advances. 

The editor has again selected his team of authors with great care but, whereas the first 

series represented only British and Australian work, physicians, surgeons, anatomists, 

radiologists, physiologists, pathologists and biochemists from all over the western 
world contribute to this volume. One striking advance is the introduction of gluten- 
free diet in coeliac disease and idiopathic steatorrhoea. The work is a first-rate 

production containing many excellent illustrations. (616-3) 


CHRONIC SCHIZOPHRENIA. Thomas Freeman, John L. Cameron 
and Andrew McGhie. Tavistock Publications, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 168 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 

This monograph results from a grant made through the Advisory Committee on 

Medical Research of the Department of Health for Scotland, for an investigation of 

chronic hospitalised schizophrenics at the Glasgow Royal Mental Hospital, where a 

selection was made from 251 patients in the chronic refractory wards. The authors 

present their interpretation of clinical phenomena, derived from Freudian psycho- 
analytical concepts, which are here clearly elucidated, and suggest that the process 
is essentially an ego disorder. They discuss psychopathology, describe a group of 
patients, and then, in separate chapters, confusion of identity, and disturbances of 
perception, thinking and memory. To clinical psychiatrists, the account and results 
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of their therapeutic programme, in which mental nurses played an essential part, are 
of the greatest value and interest. (616-89) 


ANTISERA, TOXOIDS, VACCINES AND TUBERCULINS IN 
PROPHYLAXIS AND TREATMENT. H. J. Parish. 4th edition. 
Livingstone for the Wellcome Foundation, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 266 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

The Clinical Research-Director, Wellcome Foundation, provides one of the clearest 

expositions of the basic principles of immunology and a practical guide to the 

production of such preparations, to immunisation and diagnostic techniques. Intended 
primarily for students and those working in this field, it contains much for prac- 
titioners and concludes with an historical synopsis. This is a thorough revision, with 
much rewriting and some expansion, notably in the section dealing with active 
immunisation against virus and rickettsial diseases, now expanded to five chapters, 
one of which is concerned with poliomyelitis vaccine. (616-97) 


BIOLOGICAL ASPECTS OF CANCER. Julian Huxley. Allen & Unwin, 
16s. 1958. 22 cm. 156 pages. References. Index. 
Sir Julian Huxley’s critical survey, delivered in New York as the first Alfred P. Sloan 
Lecture, and later published in two numbers of Biological Reviews, is republished here 
with some additions and a comprehensive bibliography of world literature. While 
engaged upon this trenchant and masterly study for the research worker, Sir Julian 
Huxley came to realise that, at this stage of knowledge, cancer ‘is a key subject for 
general biology’, and that the solution of problems of causation, prevention and 
treatment depend upon many and varied disciplines, such as genetics, immunology, 
endocrinology, virology, clinical medicine, public health and human ecology. Divided 
into two parts, the volume deals first with comparative and genetic aspects, the 
comparative distribution of neoplasms and tumour genetics; secondly, with viral and 
epigenetic aspects, carcinogenic and other viruses, tumours and epigenetics, that is, the 
analytical study of individual development. (616-99) 


OUTLINE OF ORTHOPAEDICS. John Crawford Adams. 2nd edition. 
Livingstone, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 436 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 
First published in 1956, this textbook, dealing with the commoner disorders, has 
proved very popular among undergraduate medical students, physiotherapists and 
orthopaedic nurses, and useful also as a quick reference book for general practitioners. 
Its advantages are conciseness combined with readability and a judicious choice of 
material, which is well arranged and efficiently illustrated. In it the Consultant 
Orthopaedic Surgeon, St. Mary’s Hospital, London, discusses clinical methods and 
gives a general survey of orthopaedic disorders, classifies them and elucidates their 
cause, pathology, clinical features, diagnosis, complications and treatment, outlining 
operative techniques. Then follow eight regional chapters in which special points in 
investigation are well presented. (617-3) 


RECENT ADVANCES IN OBSTETRICS AND GYNAECOLOGY. 
Aleck W. Bourne and Leslie H. Williams. 9th edition. Churchill, 38s. 1958. 21 cm. 
356 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 

So fundamental has progress been during the last five years, that this edition of a work 

intended for practitioners and postgraduate students is virtually a new book. The 

authors, Consultants to St. Mary’s Hospital, London, have rearranged their material 
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and replaced five chapters in the previous edition by seven on subjects now of 
particular interest. One of these, by Louis Steingold, deals with anaemia in pregnancy 
and the puerperium, and the others with the obstetric pelvis and uterine function in 
pregnancy and labour, with acute renal failure, blood coagulation defects in obstetrics 
and changing trends in obstetric practice. To the chapter on cancer of the cervix, one 
is added on cancer of the uterine body. (618) 


ENDOCRINE ASPECTS OF BREAST CANCER. Proceedings of a 
Conference held at the University of Glasgow, 8th to roth July, 1957. Edited by 
Alastair R. Currie. Livingstone, 37s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 356 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. References. Index. 

The Conference, held under the auspices of the University of Glasgow, was divided 

into four sections and covered the subject from clinical, pathological, hormonal and 

experimental pathological points of view. The results of adrenalectomy and 
oophorectomy are discussed in the clinical section, whilst the shorter pathology 
section covers a wide range of subjects and stresses newly developing lines of investi- 
gation. The part devoted to hormones deals with assays of oestrogens, 17-oxosteroids, 
17-oxygenic steroids and pituitary hormones both before and after surgical ablation. 

The final section shows agreement on hormonal dependence in some mammary 

tumours of all species. Synopses of the discussions and good brief critical commentaries 

follow the papers. (618)

KEMPE’S ENGINEER’S YEAR-BOOK FOR 1958. 2 vols. 63rd 
edition. Edited by C. E. Prockter under the direction of B. W. Pendred. Morgan 
Bros., 82s.6d.

This well-known annual, which is probably the most useful and comprehensive of 

all engineering reference books, maintains its high reputation in the current edition. 

A number of the sections have been rewritten and brought up to date and numerous 

minor modifications occur throughout the text. Technology advances at an ever 

more rapid rate and there is some indication that it is becoming more difficult to keep 
pace with new developments when compiling compendiums of this kind. For 
example, a careful reading of the atomic power section shows that no information 
later than that released in 1956 is included in spite of the fact that this is one of the 
sections revised for this edition. Nevertheless, this is still an essential reference work 
for every practising enginecr. (620-58)

It has been thoroughly revised and brought up to date, and many new 

articles have been added, such as those on electromagnetic pumps for liquid metals, 

germanium and silicon power rectifiers, mechanical contact rectifiers, transistors, 

nuclear particle accelerators, electronic computers, etc. It is an invaluable reference 

book for anyone associated with electrical enginecring.

The whole theory of every type of photo-electric device is covered in Part I and a 

very extensive explanation of their practical application to industry is given in Part II.

The good arrangement and method of writing must represent a great deal of careful 

work in preparation; a comprehensive index is included and throughout the text 

reference is made to a bibliography which must be one of the most complete ever 

produced, containing over 2,600 references.

It describes microphones and microphone mixers, 

gramophone disc and magnetic tape recording, voltage and power amplifiers, 
tone-control and rectifier circuits, output transformers, negative feedback, and 

a great deal more including the acoustical problems of both domestic and public 

rooms. Mr. Moir has successfully designed and developed high quality sound repro- 

duction systems for twenty years. He knows how to simplify and to write 
interestingly, and he has planned his book so that certain sections of it, at least, will be 
intelligible to amateurs. There are over 300 very helpful drawings and illustrations.

CHEMISTRY PROBLEMS IN JET PROPULSION. S. S. Penner. 
Pergamon Press, 90s. 1957. 235 cm. 408 pages. Diagrams. Indexes. (International 
Series of Monographs on Aeronautical Sciences and Controlled Flight. Division III: 
Propulsion Systems including Fuels. Vol. 1) 

The text is based on lectures given to first year graduate students at the Jet Propulsion 

Center, California Institute of Technology, and is largely concerned with the chemical 
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and thermodynamic problems of combustion with particular reference to jet and 
rocket engines. The treatment is theoretical and qualitative with occasional descents 
to detailed discussion of more practical topics. The most important part of the book 
is the last section, where aerodynamics and chemistry are brought together in a 
discussion of chemical reactions in flow systems. The text is well documented and 
the book should be of considerable value to combustion and rocket engineers and to 
all those carrying out investigations in acrothermochemistry.

An authoritative handbook on the breeding and exhibiting of pedigree cats, divided 
into five sections, beautifully illustrated. The first part describes the various breeds 
and lists in each case the standard of Points issued by the Governing Council of the 
Cat Fancy. Part 2 deals with all aspects of breeding, starting with a detailed considera- 
tion of the needs and essential qualities of the prospective parents and then tracing the 
breeding cycle through until the birth of the kittens and subsequent rearing and 
selling. Part 3 deals with scientific breeding and Part 4 with exhibiting. The final 
section traces the history of the Governing Council of the Cat Fancy, whose main 
objective is the registration of pedigree cats. (636-8)

These are presented and 
discussed in three groups and deal in turn with the functions and philosophy, the 
methodology and the applications of operational research. The second group includes 

a quite remarkable variety of topics ranging from telephone traffic to machine inter- 

ference and the simulation of chance events. There are summaries of the deliberations 

of five special panels concerned with the organisation of research groups, future 
techniques, the relationship of operational research to other managerial aids, the 
communication of results and educational training. An immensely interesting and 

very important conference.

MANAGERS: A Study of Their Careers in Industry. R. V. Clements. Allen

Mr. Clements did much of the research for this book while on the staff of the Faculty 

of Economic and Social Studies at the University of Manchester, and obtained his 

data largely from individual managers and firms. His aim was to supplement the 

numerous books on industrial management with a study of managers themselves—

their social origin and educational background, their prospects, mobility, and so on. 
He has discovered an unsuspected diversity of types of manager, with little possibility 
of interchange. His book demands a reconsideration of the whole theory of training 
for management, which is shown to have been over-simplified.

Pitman, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 96 pages. Index. 
Lt.-Colonel Urwick has written many books on management, including The Making 
of Scientific Management. This new volume is a revised version of five popular lectures 
which he delivered at the Polytechnic, Regent Street, London, under the auspices of 
the Polytechnic Management Association. He discusses the social necessity for leader- 
ship, its psychological bases and working. Then, on the general assumption that ‘the 
material which the leader has to work with is identical, whether in war or business’, 
he calls attention to some of the great military and other leaders and suggests ways in 
which the necessary qualities may be developed. (658-3) 


MOTIVATION RESEARCH: Its Practice and Uses for Advertising, 
Marketing, and other business purposes. Harry Henry. Crosby Lockwood, 30s. 1958. 
22 cm. 248 pages. Index. 

Traditional market research methods can answer such questions as who buys a 

product? Where? When? How often? Motivation Research sets out to explain why 

the product is bought; to help businessmen to understand those manipulable factors 
which govern consumer behaviour. Mr. Henry outlines the basic techniques and 
considers their practical application to production, packaging and marketing policy. 

He rejects the extravagant claims of early workers and views M.R. as complementing 

and not superseding normal market research. He is less convincing in defending the 

accusation that the techniques are themselves inadequate and not capable of real 
validation. A well written introduction, illustrated by many case histories, and 

suitable for manufacturers as well as marketing students. (658-83)

CHEMICAL REACTION ENGINEERING. 12th Meeting of the 
European Federation of Chemical Engineering, Amsterdam, 7th, 8th and 9th May, 
1957. Pergamon Press, 80s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 214 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
(International Series of Monographs on Chemical Engineering. Vol. 1) 
The first of a new series, this volume contains thirteen papers presented at a 
Symposium in Amsterdam organised by the European Federation of Chemical 
Engineering. Interesting contributions have been made by leading chemical engineers 
from England, France, Holland and Germany. The papers are presented in English, 
French or German but summaries of each paper are provided in the three languages. 
Introductory papers were presented at the first session, while separate sessions were 
held dealing with the transport phenomena in heterogeneous reactions; non-uniform 
concentration distributions; reactor efficiency and stability; reactor development. 
The standard of the papers is uniformly high. The discussions that followed each 
paper are not given. (660-28) 
REPORTS ON THE PROGRESS OF APPLIED CHEMISTRY. 
Vol. XLI : 1956. Society of Chemical Industry, toos. 21-5 cm. 796 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 
These reports, probably the most comprehensive of their kind, have now been 
published annually for over forty years. Each volume contains hundreds of reliable 
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and clearly written short summaries of the preceding year’s research, covering 
agriculture and food chemistry, the chemistry of natural products, chemical engineer- 
ing, fuels, textiles, plastics, paints, metals and applied work in organic and inorganic 
chemistry generally. The reports are world-wide in range, and they gain in value 
from experienced editing and expert indexing. It is not excessive to claim that they 
are one of the indispensable publications for any library aiming to have a serious 
scientific section. (660-58) 


INDUSTRIAL CHEMICALS. W. L. Faith, Donald B. Keys and Ronald 
L. Clark. 2nd edition. Chapman & Hall, 128s. 1957. 24 cm. 854 pages. Diagrams. 
Indexes. 

Thirty-five chemicals not included in the first, 1950, edition are now dealt with, 

making a present total of 140. The additions include familiar substances such as 

sulphur and sodium chloride, excluded as natural products in 1950, and also some 
entirely new chemicals such as polyethylene and the diisocyanates; they have greatly 
increased the value of the book. Each chemical is treated in a separate chapter which in 
every case begins with a clear diagrammatic illustration giving the whole production 
sequence at a glance. This is followed first by adequate technical descriptions and then 
by information on grading, packing, shipping and price and production fluctuations 
over the past twenty years. A book intended to be useful to the lay industrialist as well 
as to the chemist and one of the best arranged, clearest and most useful of its kind.

PLASTICS PROGRESS. Papers and Discussions at the British Plastics 
Convention 1957. Edited by Phillip Morgan. Iliffe, 50s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 402 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

This contains the papers and discussions of the very important British Plastics Con- 

vention which met in London in July 1957. In their present written form many papers 

are substantially more detailed than were their verbal conference versions. There are 
eighteen altogether, ten British, the remainder American and German. They cover 
more recent international advances in plastics technology, particularly in the rapidly 
expanding fields of the polythenes, vinyls, polystyrenes, reinforced plastics and 
fluorine polymers. Developments in the theory and practice of extrusion and injection 
moulding are also fully described. Most of the papers are accounts of original work 
not previously published. (668-4) 


EXTRUSION OF PLASTICS. E. G. Fisher. Iliffe for the Plastics Institute, 
21s. 1958. 22 cm. 122 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
One of a series of monographs published by the Plastics Institute which has been 
directed, in the main, to meeting the needs of students, this volume is the first to be 
aimed at a wider readership. The monograph justifies the decision to extend the 
distribution. The author has attempted to treat the whole subject of the extrusion of 
plastics from both a theoretical and a practical point of view and he has succeeded in 
presenting a picture which will be useful to all but the experts in this speciality. (668-41) 


A GUIDE TO PLASTICS. C. A. Redfarn. 2nd edition. Iliffe, 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 160 pages. Diagrams (some in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

This second edition has been considerably modified to keep pace with the extensive 

developments in the plastics industry since 1951. The author, a leading figure in the 

British industry, is well qualified to write this book for the general reader, but its form 
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leaves something to be desired. There is a useful introductory chapter on nomen- 
clature. The section on raw materials will probably not convey much to the reader, 
but this is immaterial since it is irrelevant here. The bulk of the book is concerned 
with manufacture and fabrication and is well done, but readers interested in the 
properties of plastics must be content with a list of British Standard specifications.

Rubber Manufactures 

EBONITE: Its Nature, Properties and Compounding. J. R. Scott. Maclaren, sos. 

1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

The author is Director of Research of the Research Association of British Rubber 
Manufacturers. The various aspects of ebonite technology are reviewed in detail, the 
author drawing heavily on the results obtained by his colleagues and himself. Consider- 
able experimental detail of researches is given, and parts of the text give the appearance 
of having been taken almost directly from experimental record books. The complex 
relations between the preparation, arranging and compounding and the various 
properties of ebonite are the main subject matter. The book appears to contain 
material which is not available elsewhere and should be of interest to rubber techno- 
logists.

HOW TO DRAW INSECTS. Norman Weaver. Studio Publications, 5s. 

1958. 17 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations. (How to Draw) 

The author follows the usual formula of this popular series, providing a running 
commentary on his own illustrations and diagrams of insect anatomy. Valuable hints 
are given about collecting and preparing specimens for use in making finished 
drawings which display the morphology of the insect in accurate detail. Such drawings, 
while of primary interest to the naturalist, also offer a somewhat unusual field for the 
draughtsman looking for a specialist subject. Once the preliminary feelings of revul- 
sion are overcome insects equal, as the author says, the most exotic flowers and birds 
in beauty of colour, delicacy of form, and perfection of structure. (743)

ROLLEI MANUAL. The Complete Book of Twin-lens Photography. 
Alec Pearlman. 3rd edition. Fountain Press, 45s. 1957. 22 cm. 408 pages. Illustra- 
tions (some in colour). Diagrams. Index. . 
The Rollei Manual is a complete guide to all modern and early models of the Rolleiflex 
and Rolleicord cameras, and for the benefit of the newcomer the author starts by 
explaining the basic principles of these world-famous cameras. In addition to the 
detailed information on the technique of using the cameras, Mr. Pearlman gives much 
valuable advice on photography in general. Even the experienced Rollei photographer 
will find the contents of this book very helpful with regard to the specialised know- 
ledge and information on Rollei equipment, accessories and materials. Chapters 
include: Scientific and Technical Photography, Colour Photography, Flash, Fashion 
Photography, Exposure, Portraits, Producing the Print and Print Finishing. (771-3) 


CREATIVE TABLE-TOP PHOTOGRAPHY. Ernest Heimann. 2nd 
edition. Fountain Press, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). 
Diagrams. Index. 


The author has already earned an international reputation for his work in this branch 
of photography. In this new and revised edition he explains the methods employed 
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in creating simple table-top shots, and gives detailed descriptions of the more complex 
type of picture achieved by combination printing and other means. There is an 
interesting new section on making greeting cards and a revised chapter on colour. 
Contents include: Equipment, Models and Sets, Negative Material, Realism in Table- 
Top Photographs, More Elaborate Settings, Glass-Top Photography, Perspective in 
Glass-Top Shots, Table and Glass-Tops in Colour. The text is illustrated with more 
than sixty examples of the author’s own work. (778-8)

THE LITERARY CLEF. An Anthology of Letters and Writings by 
French Composers. Compiled and translated by Edward Lockspeiser. Calder, 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. 
The composers represented are Berlioz, Bizet, Lalo, Saint-Saéns, Debussy, Chabrier, 
Fauré, Ravel and Satie—all good and some outstandingly fine letter-writers. Their 
comments on life, music and manners are always shrewd and often most amusing, 
revealing their limitations as well as their sympathies. Mr. Lockspeiser, who specialises 
in French music, has provided such an elegant and lively translation that all 
Francophiles will be indebted to him. A good many of the letters are new to English, 
and some unpublished in the original. His pithy introductions to cach section are 
enhanced by the choice of some portraits and caricatures unknown or very unfamiliar 
to English readers. (780-071) 


MUSIC AND WESTERN MAN. Edited by Peter Garvie. Dent, 253. 
1958. 22 cm. 352 pages. Discography. Bibliography. Index. 
Eighteen distinguished English and American scholars have contributed the forty- 
nine chapters of this book, which covers European music from its beginnings up to 
the 20th century. The treatment is necessarily brief and selective, and generally the 
discussion of trends and schools is better than that of single composers. This is the 
first book of its kind intended primarily for a Canadian public. It will also be of 
general value to listeners and students in the higher forms of schools, as many points 
of historical importance are linked to specific gramophone records. This approach 
serves, to some extent, as a connecting thread which is otherwise rather lacking.

PUPPET THEATRE PRODUCTION AND MANIPULATION. 
Miles Lee. Faber, 21s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 
The extensive growth, during the last decade, of the literature on puppets and 
puppetry is proof of the revival of interest in this ancient and modern art that has 
now spread over most of Europe and much of America and beyond. A treatise as 
sound and comprehensive as this one on the subject of production and manipulation 
in their broadest aspects, is therefore altogether valuable, and it is enhanced by the 
extreme clarity of the writing and the many diagrams. The Lee Puppet Theatre is 
well known and has given regular performances during the Edinburgh Festival 
Season.

The Cinema 
ROTHA ON THE FILM. A Selection of Writings about the Cinema. 
Faber, 30s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 338 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 
Paul Rotha, in addition to being a distinguished film-maker, is the leading British 
film historian. This book is a collection of Rotha’s essays, film reviews and memoranda 
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spanning nearly thirty years. One section of the book specialises in the problems of 
British post-war documentary; another gives in a series of studies published at 
different times an acute analysis of the economic and artistic problems which have 
beset the British feature film industry since the war, and puts forward suggestions 
which might remedy the recurrent crises with which the industry has been faced. 
Throughout this lucidly written and widely informed book there is a passionate 
concern for the well-being of a medium to which Rotha is in the fullest sense dedicated 
both as historian and film-maker. (792-93)

MODERN DANCE. The Jooss-Leeder Method. Jane Winearls. Black, 21s. 1958. 
22°5 cm. 136 pages. Drawings and diagrams by Peter Krummins. 

The Jooss-Leeder method is a system of educational and theatrical dance-training 
developed from the movement theories evolved and published in the nineteen- 
twenties by Rudolf von Laban, It was used by Kurt Jooss’s ballet company and has 
been taught by Sigurd Leeder in London since 1947. This exposition briefly recapitu- 
lates relevant parts of Laban’s classification of the possible movements of the human 
body and presents them as ordered by the system into a scheme of work designed to 
teach assured and harmonious physical control of the body as a medium of creative 
expression and communication. The book provides statements of principles, aims and 
methods, and an illustrated vocabulary of its own extensive technical language. 
It should profit students, teachers or audiences interested in the subject. (793-32) 


Sports and Games 
HOW TO PLAY BRIDGE. Hubert Phillips and Terence Reese. Revised 
edition. Max Parrish, 8s.6d. 1958. 17 cm. 160 pages. Diagrams. 

Two well-known and eminent British satis on contract bridge first published 
this simple introduction to the game about thirteen years ago. The present volume 
has been much revised and includes a new section of illustrative hands. This is a 
bridge book de “signed mainly for those who want to enjoy the game, and not for 
those who take it the ‘hard way’. (795-41) 


MOUNTAINS AND MEMSAHIBS. By the members of the Abinger 
Himalayan Expedition 1956: Joyce Dunsheath, Hilda Reid, Eileen Gregory, 
Frances Delany. Constable, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 

This account by the four members of the second all-women’s trip to the Himalayas 

makes interesting reading. Two of the party describe the adventurous journey, 

without serious mishaps, in a small car from London to Manali in the Kulu valley. 

There they met the other two ‘memsahibs’ and assembled their four sherpas and other 

porters, and then proceeded to explore the Bara Shigri glacier and climb some of its 

surrounding peaks. They carried out some surveying and brought back a map of an 
unexplored region—and they enjoyed themselves. The appended lists of food and 

equipment should prove useful to other expeditions. (796-52) 


LITERATURE 
STUDIES IN LITERARY MODES. Arthur Melville Clark. Reprint. 
Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1958. 23 cm. 226 pages. Index. 
A collection of eight substantial essays (first published 1946) on subjects likely to 
interest the professional writer, critic or teacher, rather than the general reader. There 
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is a very full discussion of the problems which confront the historical novelist or 
dramatist, and an excellent analysis of the art of satire. Most of the remaining essays 
are concerned with the use, the potentialities and the disadvantages of poetic rhyme. 
Dr. Clark is a thorough and erudite critic who pursues the historical method, first 
defining his position and then illustrating it with numerous examples. His conclusions 
are not strikingly original, but his criticism is the product of solid learning and 
forceful argument. (804) 


BY WAY OF SAINTE-BEUVE (Contre Sainte-Beuve). Marcel Proust. 
Translated from the French by Sylvia Townsend Warner. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. 

In 1908 Proust began an article which was to be an attack on the ‘too intellectually 

wise’ Sainte-Beuve, incorporating conversations with his mother, and personal 

recollections. While listing Sainte-Beuve’s errors Proust wrote his own masterly 
criticism of Stendhal, Balzac, and Baudelaire. The essay was posthumously published 
in 1954 by M. de Fallois, who incorporated in the volume shorter critical essays on 
writers (including Goethe, George Eliot, Tolstoi, Dostoievsky) and painters. It is 
fascinating to trace how much of this material was used in the novels: it contains 
‘not the residuum but the essence’ of Proust’s thought. Miss Warner’s translation is 
on the whole admirable. (804) 


THREE EUROPEAN PLAYS. Introduced and edited by E. Martin 
Browne. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 192 pages. 
Each of these plays, otherwise quite unlike one another, made a considerable impact 
on the London theatre. Jean-Paul Sartre’s In Camera, otherwise known as Huis Clos 
or Vicious Circle, is a short piece for four characters, which embodies a modern 
conception of hell with a ferocious and obsessive imaginative power. The Queen and 
the Rebels is a contemporary political drama, the most ambitious of Ugo Betti’s plays 
yet produced in Britain, while Ring Round the Moon is a charming fantastic comedy 
tinged with melancholy, one of the most attractive of Jean Anouilh’s piéces roses. 
The standard attained by the separate translators is exceptionally high. (808-82) 


English Literature 
SIX STUDIES IN QUARRELLING. Vincent Brome. Cresset Press, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 208 pages. Bibliography. 

Literary life is still contentious enough in Britain, but it attracts little attention 
compared with the quarrels Mr. Brome has recorded here. During the period from 
about 1890 to 1920 the public views of literary men could still command nationwide 
attention, while newspapers were still prepared to devote space to the clash of ideas. 
These years also witnessed the prime of a quartet of writers who delighted in public 
controversy—Shaw, Wells, Chesterton and Belloc. Their disagreements occupy the 
centre of the stage, with Henry James and Dr. Coulton, the medievalist, acting as a 
capable supporting cast. A skilfully edited and entertaining book. (820-9) 


THE PRESENT AGE. After 1920. David Daiches. Cresset Press, 21s. 
1958. 20 cm. 386 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Introductions to English Literature. 
Vol. V) 

This survey is divided into Poetry, Fiction, Drama, Critical and General Prose and 

an introduction, the whole comprising less than two hundred pages (the bibliography 

occupies the remainder). Within such limits, the author necessarily applies himself 
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to trends and generalisations, no single writer receiving more than an outline. The 
introduction stresses the relation between modern literary and social history and the 
growing cleavage between art and entertainment. The chapter on poetry does full 
justice to the revolution effected by Eliot and devotes much of its space to Scottish 
poetry; the treatment of fiction is selective in the extreme. The bibliography lists 
many authors not mentioned in the text. (820-9) 


English Poetry 


SELECTED POEMS OF WILLIAM WORDSWORTH. Edited 
with an Introduction and Notes by Roger Sharrock. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 

The unevenness as well as the formidable bulk of Wordsworth’s output offers special 

scope to the anthologist: the present volume provides an attractive short selection, 

which does ample justice to the earlier and better-known of Wordsworth’s poems, 
but perhaps rather less to the period after 1807. Thus it is surprising to find neither 

Laodamia nor any extracts from The Excursion here. Mr. Sharrock’s excellent intro- 

duction traces the history of Wordsworthian scholarship and criticism up to the 

present and offers an eloquent appreciation of the poetry. His notes accompanying the 

poems are scholarly and apt. (821-7) 


THE GREEN HEART. Poems. Brenda Chamberlain. Oxford University 
Press, 128.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 84 pages. 
The author is a Welsh poet and this volume consists of short lyrics mainly in free 
verse with an occasional skilful use of rhyme. In the ambitious poetic sequence of 
the book’s title, dedicated to an absent friend in wartime, the poct is still finding her 
voice; there are impressive single lines, but her performance is uneven. Miss 
Chamberlain has a fine ear and a special gift for nature poetry, and the later poems, 
verses inspired by the sea and the life of fishermen, seals and sea-birds, are of a rare 
beauty which immediately makes its impact. (821-9) 


ON THE CONTINENT. Osbert Sitwell. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
124 pages. 
This volume of poems completes the trilogy begun nearly thirty years ago with 
England Reclaimed and continued with Wrack At Tidesend. It is made up of satirical 
portraits of the members of an old-fashioned English colony in Europe. The subject 
is particularly congenial to the author, and the characteristics and relationships of 
these survivors of a more expansive age are traced with infinite refinement of detail. 
The poems are written in free verse and metrically are less interesting than Sir Osbert’s 
earlier work, but they are remarkable for a wealth of curious and elaborate metaphor.

POETRY TODAY. Geoffrey Moore. Longmans for the British Council, 
38.6d. 1958. 21°5 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Mr. Moore has provided a detailed map of the English poetic scene between the 

years 1950 and 1957. Like any literary cartographer he must work to scale and the 

limitations of space prevent him from treating any one poet very extensively, but in 
any case the period has been characterised by great diversity rather than by any single 
dominating talent. These years have witnessed the silence of Eliot, a steady rise in the 
stock of Graves and Empson, the stabilising of Dylan Thomas’s reputation and the 
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emergence of a distinctive post-war generation. Mr. Moore’s taste is catholic but 
discriminating and his survey admirably lucid. (821-9) 


English Drama 


WISE FOOLS IN SHAKESPEARE. Robert Hillis Goldsmith. Introduction 
by Oscar James Campbell. 2nd edition. Liverpool University Press (Liverpool), 16s. 
1958. 23-5 cm. 136 pages. Index. 

A short study (first published in 1955) of the origins and dramatic functions of 

Shakespeare’s fools. The author rightly points out that other Elizabethan fools are 

crude figures by comparison and he explores the various elements which Shakespeare 

combines in his own highly original creations. Besides the tradition of the village 
half-wit and the licensed buffoon he finds in Shakespeare a refinement of the 

Erasmian fool, a figure whose irony and humility are accompanied by an exceptional 

human insight, and he traces this conception back to the figure of Socrates. An 

interesting piece of research, although the author’s arguments are sometimes too 

encumbered with historical data for clarity. (822-3) 


English Fiction 
SIR THOMAS MALORY. M. C. Bradbrook. Longmans for the British 
Council, 2s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 40 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
Although Malory’s romance remains one of the permanently treasured works of 
English literature, it has been remarkably little discussed in critical terms. Miss 
Bradbrook’s essay is a small masterpiece of its kind, perfectly balanced between 
literary appraisal, biography and textual scholarship. She touches on the importance 
of the discovery of the Winchester MS. in 1934, which enables us to see Malory’s 
writings as an anthology rather than a continuous narrative, and she gives an extremely 
clear picture of the social forces which influenced Malory himself; above all, she 
succeeds in the difficult task of defining the special appeal of the Morte d’Arthur as a 
knightly romance. (823-2) 


French Literature 


DINNER WITH THE FAMILY. Jean Anouilh. Translated from the 
French by Edward Owen Marsh. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 98 pages. 
This play belongs to the piéces roses category of M. Anouilh’s works. It is a comedy 
which is dominated by a succession of disillusionments, but arrives at a relatively 
happy ending. A young man, wishing to impress the girl he is pursuing, hires a 
country house, complete with staff and parents, for an evening, to create a domestic 
background for himself. The rest of the play turns upon the gradual discovery of his 
true status. This highly artificial situation is manipulated with all M. Anouilh’s 
customary adroitness: such a plot cannot illuminate any profound relationships, but 
it is full of surprises and the dramatic suspense is most skilfully sustained. (842-9) 


Italian Literature 


‘FAITHFULLY YOURS .. .?’ or, The End of the Sea Horse. An 
Italian comedy by Sergio Pugliese. Adapted by Robert Rietty. J. Garnet Miller, 
8s.6d. cloth; 6s. paper covers. 1958. 19 cm. 86 pages. Frontispiece. 


This gently ironic comedy, first presented in Italy in 1942 under the title L’Ippocampo, 
is based on the legend of the faithful seahorse. It concerns the marital relations of

two couples, the one idyllically happy, the other torn by ceaseless acts of faithlessness, 
and the eventual reversal of these conditions. The author is a dramatic critic and 
playwright of many years’ standing, and his play has broken the record for 
performances in Rome. (852-9) 


Greek Literature 
THE ADS. Aristophanes. An English version by Dudley Fitts. Faber, 15s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. I40 pages. 

Mr. Fitts hes already proved himself the only modern translator who can put 
Aristophanes into stageworthy English, and he has applied the same technique to 
The Birds. His treatment of the dialogue is extremely free, but this is unavoidable if 
highly topical jokes of the sth century B.C. are to raise a laugh today, while his 
renderings of the choruses succeed remarkably in capturing something of Aristo- 
phanes’ fertile lyrical inspiration. A satire on Utopia, The Birds makes a less ready 
appeal to a modern audience than Lysistrata, but the translator has made the utmost 
of the audacity and ingenuity of Aristophanes’ wit. (882) 


Bengali Literature 

GREEN AND GOLD. Stories and Poems from Bengal. Edited by Humayun 
Kabir. Translated from the Bengali. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 11.25 
library edition; Rs. 8.25 popular edition. 1957. 22-5 cm. 296 pages. 

These stories were written in Bengali for a Bengali public and they therefore offer 

the reader fascinating glimpses of Indians at home, undisturbed by thoughts of the 

outside world. Although most of Bengal has a climate which brings rain only in the 

monsoon season, it is curious how often wind and rain enter into these stories; less 

surprising, perhaps, that a good many of them have a religious background. The 

translations are excellent and there is an admirable, and informative, introduction by 

the editor. (891-4)

THE TOWER AND THE ABYSS or The Transformation of Man. 
Erich Kahler. Cape, 25s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 344 pages. Index. 
The theme of this book, that of the depersonalisation of modern life, is in danger of 
being worked to death, but rarely has the appalling effect of totalitarianism been 
more convincingly laid bare. The author shows how the encroachment of political 
power has been accompanied by a movement of internal questioning: in other 
words, human personality has been subjected to attack both from within and from 
without. Some of the most telling pages are concerned with 2oth century persecution, 
but there are also interesting analyses of contemporary literature with its relentless 
splitting up of experience. The book’s one message of hope is that by understanding 
our drift towards nihilism we may be able to arrest it. The author contributes to that 
understanding. (901) 


CULTURAL FOUNDATIONS OF INDUSTRIAL CIVILIZATION. 
John U. Nef. Cambridge University Press, 20s. 1958. 22 cm. 180 pages. Index. 
Professor Nef of Chicago became celebrated through his studies of 16th and 17th 
century European economic history. Now he comes before us with revised con- 
clusions about the scientific and industrial revolutions of that period, and a profession 
of new faith. He maintains that conventional economic history writing nowadays, 
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of the kind he himself engaged in—statistical, quantitative, rather narrowly economic 
in outlook—inevitably asks the wrong questions about earlier generations of different 
outlook, and consequently misunderstands the origins of our modern world, whose 

roblems, in the borderlands between religion and technology, he further believes to 
= due to the exaggerated reputation of those very aspects of truth emphasised by 
most economic historians. This is a stimulating, startling book, a valuable tonic for 
jaded students and teachers, and sure to raise many more questions than it answers. (901) 


MAN’S WESTERN QUEST. The Principles of Civilization. Denis 
de Rougemont. Translated from the French. Allen & Unwin, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 
210 pages. (World Perspectives 11) 

It must not be supposed from the sub-title that the author identifies civilisation with 

its western variety. Western civilisation tends to emphasise the reality of personality, 

while that of the East tends to deny it. According to western thought man’s quest is 
that which brings him into existence, whereas the oriental way is that which enables 
the individual to free himself from existence. The book is packed with learning, for 
the author is equally at home in philosophy, history and science. He believes that 
Orient and Occident must and will come together when the West elevates its quest 
into a Way and the East disciplines its Way into a quest. (901) 


Geography Travel Description 
MY JOURNEY ROUND THE WORLD. Jean Cocteau. Translated 
from the French by W. J. Strachan. Peter Owen, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 176 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 
As a boy M. Cocteau had always been fascinated by Jules Verne’s Around the World 
in Eighty Days and in 1936 he persuaded a French newspaper to commission him to 
make a similar journey. He found that without using the aeroplane it was still a 
sufficiently strenuous race against time to equal Phineas Fogg’s feat. He describes his 
travels with his usual brilliance of metaphor, but there is a dreamlike quality in his 
observation which removes his journey from the 1930's or indeed any other period. 
His impressions are necessarily fleeting and the most rewarding pages are those 
which describe his first meeting with Charlie Chaplin. (910-4) 


HAZARDS OF THE DEEP. Stanley Rogers. W. H. Allen, 18s. 1958. 
22 cm. 222 pages. 
This saga of the sea by an experienced writer and seaman includes some new and 
authentic stories of human courage and endurance. There are thrills and excitement 
of every sort: mysteriously abandoned derelict ships; small boats escaping from the 
disaster of fire; lone voyages in frail craft; treasures regained from sunken untold 
millions; mutiny quelled by moral strength; and others that only the sea can provide. 
They come largely from the days of sail when none but the boldest went afloat by 
choice and man was all-important. (910-45) 


THE WORLD UNVEILED. The Story of Exploration from Columbus 
to Livingstone. Paul Herrmann. Translated from the German by Arnold 
Pomerans. Hamish Hamilton, 42s. 1958. 25-5 cm. $28 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This bulky and lavishly illustrated volume, an excellent translation of Zeigt mir 

Adams Testament!, is the sequel to the same author’s Conquest of Man and covers, in a 

mass of detail, laced with lengthy quotations from original documents, the story of 
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the exploration, between the late-fifteenth and the late-nineteenth century, of Central 
and South America, Indonesia and the South Seas, and Africa. Compiled by a 
reliable historian, it makes good solid colourful reading, and its German origin is not 
aggressively obvious. The illustrations are chiefly reproductions of old engravings 
and include many old friends. The nine-page bibliography is valuable, though 
overweighted with German works. (910-9) 


GATEWAY GUIDE TO ENGLAND AND WALES. GATEWAY 
GUIDE TO PARIS. GATEWAY GUIDE TO SPAIN. Translated 
from the Danish. Methuen, 3s.6d. cach. 1958. 16-5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations by 
Ib Withen. Maps. Index. Paper covers. 

Well arranged, necessarily brief but admirably concise, these little guides, originating 

from Denmark, contain a surprising amount of really useful information. England 

includes particulars of country and people, history, famous characters, where to stay 
and what to eat, and a number of tours; Spain gives much the same, with notes on 
art and architecture, national festivals and recreations, and language; Paris gives the 
geography and history, hotels, restaurants, food and wine, a brief vocabulary, two 
round trips, the sights to see, entertainments, and a shopping guide. (914) 


CLYDE WATERS. Variations and Diversions on a Theme of Pleasure. 
Maurice Lindsay. Hale, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
These miscellaneous autobiographical and topographical essays, interspersed with 
poems, are the work of a distinguished Lallans (Lowlands) poet, writer, and musical 
critic, who was responsible for the two Lowlands volumes in this publisher’s County 
Books series. The book centres round Innellan, on the Cowal peninsula, where the 
author spent much of his youth, and among his subjects are the old Clyde steamers, 
the story of the beautiful Deirdre, Inveraray, Neil Munro, and Francis George Scott, 
the song composer. There are some caustic remarks about bagpipe music. The 
illustrations include interesting reproductions of old prints. (914-1) 


HIMSELF AND I. Anne O’Neill-Barna. Heinemann, 16s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
302 pages. 
An Irish-American alliance promises excellent material for entertainment, and this 
book provides it. An earnest American student of Celtic folklore marries an Irishman 
of ancient family who has taken a picturesque part in ‘the Troubles’. On her arrival 
in Ireland with her husband and three children the author’s own troubles begin, as 
she battles heroically with house-hunting and inconsequential Irish workmen, the 
problems of servants and schools, and the woeful realisation that individualistic Irish 
countrywomen incorrigibly refuse to be transformed into public-spirited American 
club-women. The contrast between the respectively efficient and happy-go-lucky 
attitudes of her native and her adopted country provides much of the humour in this 
deliciously graphic picture of Ireland and the Irish seen through—frequently 
astonished—American eyes. (914-15) 


THE PAGEANT OF LONDON IN COLOUR. Colour photographs 
by J. Allan Cash. Introductory text and notes on the illustrations by Cyril Ray. 
Batsford, 16s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 110 pages including 40 colour photographs. 

The emphasis in this colourful volume of pictures of the London scene is on public 

buildings, royal and military ceremonial and also on sporting and social occasions 

which take the camera out to the suburbs and neighbouring boroughs. Mr. Cash is 
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well known as a topographical photographer and his skill is especially evident in his 
refreshing reinterpretations of such stock photographic subjects as Trafalgar Square 
and the West Front of St. Paul’s Cathedral. An entertaining introductory essay 
describes some picturesque London occasions and refers to that attachment to 
pageantry and respect for tradition which are fundamental to the Londoner's outlook.

UP AND DOWN ASIA. George N. Patterson. Faber, 16s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
150 pages. 
Mr. Patterson, a medical missionary well known as the author of Tibetan Journey 
and God’s Fool, was asked by his friends to write something ‘nice and interesting’. 
The result is this collection of some thirty bizarre episodes in his varied life in Tibet, 
China and Northern India grouped under “grammatical solecisms’ such as “Vehicles 
I have Ridden On’ or ‘Situations I have been Embarrassed In’. Some are gay, some 
grave and some not for the prudish. All are polished and full of a keen sense of the 
humorous and incongruous. An excellent bedside book. (915) 


HUNTERS OF THE DESERT LAND. P. J. Schoeman. Allen & Unwin, 
178.6d. 1958. 21-5 cm. 162 pages. Illustrations by E. Toussaint van Hove. 
A former Professor of Social Anthropology recounts in this attractive little volume 
the legends of the Bushmen with whom he came into contact during the course of 
his more recent activities as Chief Game Warden in South West Africa. He also 
writes most sympathetically about the hardships confronting the people owing to the 
encroachment of European farmers upon their ancient hunting grounds, and 
incidentally conveys much useful information about their customs and daily mode 
of life; but politics and science are subordinated to fiction, and it is primarily as 
pleasant light reading that the book makes its appeal, though occasionally it is marred 
by obtrusive sentimentality. (916-81) 


BRAZIL IN PICTURES. Edited by A. Bon, M. Gautherot and P. Verger. 
Introduction by Alceu Amoroso Lima. Notes by Antoine Bon. Translated from 
the French by Laetitia Gifford. Duckworth, 25s. 1958. 25 cm. 16 pages. of text. 
128 pages of illustrations. Map. 


To the photographer the combination of unity and diversity which characterises the 
largest of the American countries offers an irresistible challenge. This latest collection 
of photographs effectively emphasises the dramatic contrasts between the old and the 
new Brazil, between natural phenomena and human achievement, and between the 
primitive level of the undeveloped interior and the civilisation of the big cities. The 
simultaneous existence and constant interpenetration of cultures, indigenous, colonial 
and immigrant, constitute the strongest guarantee that the farmer, miner, engincer 
and industrialist will eventually transform Brazil into one of the world’s great powers. 


It is the merit of these intrinsically charming photographs that they also suggest that 
synthesis. (918-1) 


WAI-WAI. Through the Forests north of the Amazon. Nicholas Guppy. 
Murray, 28s. 1958. 22 cm. 388 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

Mr. Guppy, a qualified botanist and tropical forest expert, went to gather specimens 

from the immense rain-forests where the British Guiana hinterland marches with 

Brazil. In a magnificently sustained narrative, full of shrewd observation, humour and 

adventurous incident, he traverses the land of the aboriginal, feathered, vermilion- 
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painted Wai-Wais and describes the customs of this handsome, genial, uncorrupted 
but disappearing tribe; crosses the Serra Acarai; and penetrates the Frog Indian 
country to the Maway4n capital. Intended for the general reader, this entertaining 
work, the first to be written on the region explored, is important also for the 
naturalist, geographer and anthropologist. Superb photographs fittingly match the 
text. (918-81) 


THE MARCHES OF EL DORADO. British Guiana, Brazil, Venezuela. 
Michael Swan. Cape, 25s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 304 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The author, an experienced traveller-writer, describes three journeys which he made 

in 1955 into the interior of British Guiana. He travelled principally by small boat, 

jeep, canoe, savannah pony and amphibian plane, but completed on foor the final 
four hundred miles culminating in the ascent of the mysterious mountain-plateau of 

Roraima. The enthusiasm which pervades his limpid, unpretentious narrative makes 

the rigours of the rain-forests and attendant hazards appear almost attractive. No less 

infectious is his strongly communicated interest in people, whether colonists, Carib 

Indians or Guianese nationalists. A well-written work of value for the serious student, 

an absorbing adventure story for the casual reader. (918-81) 


ARCTIC AND ANTARCTIC. A Prospect of the Polar Regions. 
Colin Bertram. Revised edition. Heffer (Cambridge), 21s. 1958. 24 cm. 134 pages. 
Photographs. Drawings by Margery Bertram and Beryl Tittensor. Map. 

Very considerably revised in the light of recent developments, this second edition of 

Arctic and Antarctic: The Technique of Polar Travel (first published 1939) provides a 

useful introduction for newcomers to the literature of polar exploration. The author, 

formerly Director of the Scott Polar Research Institute at Cambridge, describes in 
simple, untechnical language how men actually live in high latitudes—how they 
dress, feed, house and transport themselves (the chapters on dogs and mechanical 
transport are particularly good), how expeditions are organised and led and what in 
recent years they have sought to achieve. (919°8) 





Biography 
A CORNISH WAIF’S STORY. An Autobiography. Reprint. Beacon 
Books: Odhams Press, 2s.6d. 1958. 17°5 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 

The anonymous writer of this moving autobiography was handed over to an itinerant 
organ-grinder at the age of five and tramped the roads of Cornwall, ragged, ill-fed 
and uncared for. At ten she found temporary security in a Salvation Army home 
and later spent several happy years in a convent penitentiary before working as a 
domestic servant, marrying, emigrating to Australia and finally returning to England 
where, after a nervous breakdown leading to attempted suicide, she settled down 
with husband and family. She tells her harrowing story without sentimentality, and 
comic as well as tragic incident figures in this vivid human record. (92) 


LIFE’S A GAMBLE. Colonel the Hon. F. H. (Fred) Cripps. Odhams 
Press, 258. 1958. 23 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The author’s life provides splendid material for an autobiography and he does it full 

justice. Born in 1885, he was just in time to enjoy the last period of living on the 

grand scale. All the other components of this enjoyment awaited him—wealth, an 

independent spirit, pattern cavalry leadership and a capacity for friendship. It is a well 
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told and racy story of Winchester and Oxford, London clubs, field-sports and 
racing, exciting gambling coups, business and pleasure in Czarist and Soviet Russia, 
and mounted warfare in the Middle East. There are tender passages, too, especially 
about the life and death of his brother, Sir Stafford Cripps, the Labour Chancellor. (92) 


CRUSOE OF LONESOME LAKE. Leland Stowe. Gollancz, 16s. 1958. 
20 cm. 2$2 pages. 2 maps. 
The subject of this book is Ralph Edwards, who settled in the Atmarko Valley of 
British Columbia in 1912, when he was twenty-one. Working single-handed, he 
built his own house and established a prosperous farm; later he undertook fur trapping 
instead of the summer work which had been his previous means of raising capital. 
He married in 1922 and he and his family are still living and working in this remote 
and beautiful spot. This book has been written by a noted journalist on the basis of 
his conversations with Mr. Edwards and is interesting both for its account of a chosen 


way of life in the interior of British Columbia and of the remarkable man who has 
lived it for over forty years. (92) 


OUT OF AN OLD SEA CHEST. Felix Count von Luckner. Translated 
from the German by Edward Fitzgerald. Methuen, 22s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. 
Illustrations. 

This is the autobiography of a notable German sea-raider of British shipping during 

World War I. Born of an old Saxon family in 1881, he ran away to sea at thirteen 

and later transferred to the Imperial Navy. He came into personal contact with 

Queen Victoria, the Kaiser, and the last Kings of Saxony and Wiirttemberg, about 

whom he writes with admiration. Other episodes include London in the 1930’s, the 

South Seas, the Middle West, and Germany in the closing days of World War II. 

A rover in the true sense, he recounts his adventures with entertaining zest and 

without rancour or unkind criticism. (92) 


IN DAYS OF GREAT PEACE. The Highest Yoga as Lived. Mouni 
Sadhu. 2nd edition. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 212 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 

During the last few months of life of Sri Ramana Maharshi, the foremost Hindu 

ascetic of our time, Mouni Sadhu was staying in the Ashram of Maharshi. In Days of 

Great Peace, written in the form of a journal with flashbacks, gives what must be a 

unique portrait of a modern Hindu saint. It also explains, in outline, Maharshi’s 

technique of Yoga, called Vichara. Mouni Sadhu is Polish by origin and draws some 
interesting parallels between Hindu techniques of prayer and meditation and those 

of the Catholic tradition as found in the Imitatio Christi. (92) 


ACTRESS. Yvonne Mitchell. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 15s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
120 pages. Illustrations. 
Yvonne Mitchell’s autobiography from her first student days at the Old Vic Theatre 
School under Michel St. Denis until she attained success on the stage, in films and on 
television sets out to answer this question from a young girl: ‘I want to go on the 
stage . . . What is it like?’ The book admirably achieves its purpose, describing the 
trials of the young student, the difficulties of obtaining a job, and the endless problems 
that confront the actor in his work. With this mixture of biography and technical 
exposition, Yvonne Mitchell, actress and playwright, will interest not only theatre- 
minded younger people but others whose concern is the theatre. (92)

MATTHEW PARIS. Richard Vaughan. Cambridge University Press, 42s. 
1958. 22°5 cm. 302 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (Cambridge Studies in 
Medieval Life and Thought. New Series. Vol. 6) 

Despite the studies of several modern scholars, very little is known about the personal 

life of the famous 13th century chronicler, Matthew Paris, save that he was a 

Benedictine monk at St. Albans. Mr. Vaughan might seem to have undertaken an 

impossible task, but a reading of his book must evoke admiration for his skill in 

applying his scholarship. From a close study of the several manuscripts of Matthew’s 
writings, their handwriting, interpolations, chronology, and inter-relationships, he 
has unearthed much fresh information, which adds considerably to the portrait of 
the chronicler, and makes necessary some modifications of earlier judgments of his 
achievements. He is revealed as a diligent, rather unsystematic, gossip-loving 
narrator of contemporary events. Here is a sympathetic, though critical, assessment 
of his merits as a historian, hagiographer, naturalist, map-maker, artist, and even a 
moderate Latin versifier. (92) 


THE STEADFAST MAN. A Life of St. Patrick. Paul Gallico. Michael 
Joseph, 12s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 240 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Gallico, who is best remembered as the author of The Snow Goose and The 
Small Miracle, has now turned his attention to the life of Ireland’s most popular saint. 
He is concerned to increase our comprehension of the man who brought Christianity 
and with it Latin culture and scholarship to Ireland. To disentangle what is known 
about the Saint and his background from the accretion of legend which has grown 
up around him over the centuries has been the author’s chief task, and, with this in 
view, he reprints translations of the two authentic documents written by Patrick 
himself, the Confessio and the Soldiers of Coroticus. His book is a well written popular 
re-estimate of the Saint, and includes a useful bibliography. (92) 


AT HOME. Memoirs. William Plomer. Cape, 16s. 1958. 20-5 cm. 2$4 pages. 
Index. 


Born in South Africa, widely travelled and finally putting down his roots in Britain, 
Mr. Plomer has always followed his creative instinct of the moment. He has led a 
richly varied life and earned distinction as a novelist, poet, biographer, critic and 
editor. This, his second autobiographical book, is composed of random recollections 
drawn from the past four decades of his travels, his life in London, his work and, 
above all, his friends. He is an extremely witty though never malicious raconteur, and 
his memories, all unconsciously, create the picture of a man who has consistently 
lived for the values which he prizes most. (92) 


MY FATHER’S SON. Richard Rumbold. Introduction by The Hon. 
Sir Harold Nicholson. Reprint with postscript. Cape, 15s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
224 pages. 

This uncommonly well written autobiography, first published in 1949 under the 

nom-de-plume Richard Lumford, now appears under its true authorship, but the 

other personages remain pseudonymous. Mr. Rumbold’s father was an aggressive 
eccentric who visited his personal failures on his son; his mother, a far more lovable 
character, gave way under domestic stress first to insanity, finally to suicide. The 
author after an unhappy and unstable upbringing found fulfilment in the Royal Air 
Force but the end of the war saw him still ill-adjusted to normal life. His book is a 
remarkable feat of self-analysis which possesses the unmistakable ring of truth. (92) 
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THE LEADERS OF MALAYA AND WHO’S WHO 1957-58. 
Edited by J. Victor Morais. J. Victor Morais (Kuala Lumpur, Malaya), $15.00. 1957. 
27 cm. 480 pages. Illustrations. 

This is the second issue of a book first published in 1956, and the development of 

its contents is shown by an increase of some seventy pages and the filling of some of 

the gaps in the carlier edition. There are now some three thousand biographies, 
mostly in one alphabetical sequence, but with the rulers, political leaders and other 
prominent people of Malaya set out in a preliminary section; cross references to this 
would perhaps be a useful addition to future revisions. The information has been 
brought up to the proclamation of independence on August 31st, 1957; the volume 
is a useful aid to knowledge and understanding of the newest nation of the Common- 
wealth. (920) 


Ancient Civilisations 


HISTORY BEGINS AT SUMER. Samucl Noah Kramer. Thames & 
Hudson, 35s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 334 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
This book is an anthology of Sumerian literature rather than a coherent study of 
Sumerian civilisation. In a series of more or less separate essays, Professor Kramer 
translates and summarises Sumerian tablets whose subjects range from horticulture 
to a schoolboy’s day, and from taxation to cosmology. The very handsome plates 
of Sumerian sculpture and seals are quite unrelated to the text of the book. Readers 
who are new to Sumerian studies may find the lack of introduction or framework 
rather bewildering, while those more familiar with the subject may be surprised at 
the sparse tribute paid to previous Sumerologists and the somewhat unsophisticated 
explanation of Sumerian institutions in terms of twentieth-century democratic ideals. 
But it is useful to have so many Sumerian texts in this accessible form. (935) 


RIOT IN EPHESUS. Writings on the Heritage of Greece. Charles 
Seltman. Max Parrish, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 172 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
The author was a well-known expert on Greek coins and Hellenic traveller and 
Peter Quennell has selected some of the best essays he wrote for the Cornhill and 
History Today. Seltman commanded a vigorous style and had a special gift for 
communicating his enthusiasm to the layman. Here he explores the byways of 
ancient history, as in his essays on the Delphic Oracle or Pythagoras, or else employs 
numismatic evidence to throw new light on a familiar topic, as in his essay on 
Peisistratus. He revelled in audacity and if his essays are seldom major contributions 
to scholarship, they offer extremely agreeable reading. (938) 


Europe 


THE SICILIAN VESPERS. A History of the Mediterranean World in 
the Later Thirteenth Century. Steven Runciman. Cambridge University Press, 
27s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 370 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The author has chosen a subject which enables him to display to full advantage his 

great gifts as a narrative historian, expert in the medieval history of the Mediterranean 

region and the Near East. The Sicilian Vespers (1282), in which the Sicilian subjects 
of Charles of Anjou revolted against their foreign ruler, was an incident in a long 
chain of causes and consequences. It prevented Charles from fulfilling his purpose of 
sacking Constantinople, subjecting the Eastern Empire to himself, and the Eastern 
Church to the Papacy, and eventually resulted in the downfall both of Charles and 
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the universal Papacy. This is the real theme of the book, and these wider implications 
produce a narrative ranging over the whole Mediterranean world from Barcelona 
to Byzantium, from Tunis to Jerusalem and Cyprus. (940-1)

THE RED BERET. The Story of the Parachute Regiment at War 1940-1945. 
Hilary St. George Saunders. Reprint. Beacon Books: Odhams Press, 3s.6d. 1958. 
17°5 cm. 384 pages. Paper covers. 
This history of the Parachute Regiment is based entirely on the accounts given to 
the author by the men themselves—by those who commanded and were responsible 
for the organisation of the operations, and by those who took part in them. It is a 
stirring record, beginning with the attack by a handful of men on an obscure viaduct 
in Southern Italy, and ending with the triumphant drop of an entire division on the 
other side of the Rhine. In it is included the tragic, glorious story of Arnhem. The 
foreword is by Field-Marshal Montgomery, Colonel-Commandant of the Regiment.

UNDER THE RED ENSIGN. Captain Frank Shaw. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
The constant target of the Axis during World War II was the freighters of Great 
Britain whose merchant fleets made such a vital contribution to victory. These well- 
told stories abound in horror, savagery, courage and endurance. They are drawn from 
the vulnerable East coast of England, the Murmansk run to Russia, the deadly seaways 
to Malta, the blazing tanker San Demetrio that limped home with water in her holds 
but ten thousand tons of oil in her tanks, and from other examples of “two o’clock 
in the morning’ courage. But ships never lacked crews and the sailor in the cloth cap 
emerged as the war's most consistent and unglamorous hero. (940-545) 


BURMA DROP. John Beamish. Elek Books, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 
This well-written book concerns Force 136, a special organisation operating behind 
the Japanese lines in occupied Burma during World War II. Knowledge of the 
country and the languages was an essential requirement and in this the author, who 
was born and educated there, was fully qualified. In admirable prose he writes of 
parachute jumps into the jungle followed by long treks through almost impenctrable 
forest and the demolition of strategic bridges. As well as sabotage and sending back 
intelligence reports, they raised resistance groups and led guerrilla bands of loyal 
Shans and Kachins against Japanese detachments and patrols. Their value to the 
subsequent recapture of Burma by the Allies cannot be overestimated. (940-548) 


RED JUNGLE. John Cross. Hale, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 244 pages. Map. 
Index. 
When it was evident in 1942 that the Japanese would occupy the whole of Malaya, 
small British communications parties were formed to remain behind and send reports 
to Allied Headquarters. This is a good first-hand account by a Signals non-com- 
missioned officer of his party’s hazardous and isolated operations. In search of 
information they lived for three years in dense jungle, enduring sickness and privation, 
and evading or fighting enemy patrols until they were evacuated by submarine. 
There was close co-operation with anti-Japanese groups of Chinese Communists and 
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Sakais and it is in his detailed description of these that the chief historical interest of 
the book lies. (940°548) 


DAEDALUS RETURNED. Crete 1941. Baron von der Heydte. Translated 
from the German by W. Stanley Moss. Hutchinson, 16s. 1958. 22 cm. 186 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 

The literary and pleasant style of this book about World War II makes it one of the 

most unusual published. The commander of a German parachute battalion, a man of 

culture and chivalry, writes about his unit’s battle against the British in Crete in 

1941. He begins with the training in Germany and the journey to Greece, where he 

dips into his classical knowledge to interest his soldiers, with whom he is on the 

friendliest terms. The detailed description of the air drop and of the campaign is a 

dignified contribution to the history of the war. (940-548) 


EPIC STORIES OF THE SECOND WORLD WAR. Selected by Guy 
Ramsey. Odhams Press, 15s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 318 pages. 
This anthology of heroism is drawn from the World War II stage of every clime 
and element. The stars are secret agents, parachutists, commandos, airmen, sub- 
mariners and prisoners-of-war, and each displays a surpassing bravery. There is 
courage in the heat of combat, courage with a psychic purpose, and courage under 
bestial torture to fulfil a trust. The stories retold are those of men, but this is no 
reflection on such heroines as Violette Szabo and Odette. The book does not glorify 
war but warriors, and is one to be read and handed’ down. (940-548)

SHETLAND LIFE UNDER EARL PATRICK. Gordon Donaldson. 
Oliver & Boyd, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

For this scholarly account of Shetland in the early 17th century Mr. Donaldson has 
made full use of the Court Books of Shetland, the Register ‘of Sasines and other 
records, and has built up from them a realistic picture of conditions in the islands. 
He describes the state of agriculture, fishing and foreign trade as seen from the 
practice of individual communities, and gives a good idea of the social standards and 
customs of the people. Frequent comparisons with conditions in modern Shetland, 
together with present-day illustrations, make the book as attractive to the general 
reader as to the historian. (941) 


PETERLOO. The ‘Massacre’ and its Background. Donald Read. Manchester 
University Press (Manchester), 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 244 pages. Illustrations. Plan. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Discussions of the “Peterloo Massacre’ in Manchester (1819) have tended to exaggerate 

the tragedies of the events while minimising the fundamental causes of the outbreak 

and the significance of its results. Mr. Read, Assistant Lecturer in History in the 

University of Leeds, now presents the results of his extensive research among news- 

paper files, Home Office papers and other records. After describing the contemporary 

economic conditions in Manchester, he reveals the motives of the Radicals who 
called the ill-fated reform meeting and the attitudes of the government and the local 
magistrates. He brings out clearly the national significance of this episode in local

THE MIDDLE EAST, 1958. A Survey and Directory of Arabia, Cyprus, 
Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Israel, Jordan, the Lebanon, Libya, the Sudan, Syria and Turkey, 
with geographical, historical, economic and educational surveys, concise informa- 
tion about political, industrial, financial and cultural organisations, and Who's 
Who in the Middle East. 6th edition. Europa Publications, 70s. 1958. 25 cm. 
494 pages. Maps. Bibliography. 

In view of its importance, a summary has been included, after the preface, of 

information available on February 24th concerning the recent creation of the United 

Arab Republic of Syria and Egypt, and of the Arab Federation of Iraq and Jordan. 

A fourteen-page article on The Middle East: An Outline of Its Physical and Social 

Geography precedes the alphabetical arrangement of individual countries. There are 

also brief notes on the Arab League, the Arabic language and the transcription of 

Arabic names, and on the major oil concessions in the area. (950) 


THE HISTORY OF THE WORLD-CONQUEROR. ‘Ala-ad-Din 
‘Ata-Malik Juvaini. Translated from the Persian text of Murza Muhammad 
Qazvini by John Andrew Boyle. 2 vols. Manchester University Press (Manchester), 
63s. 1958. 23 cm. 408 : 410 pages. Frontispieces. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This is the first translation into a European language of one of the classics of Persian 

literature. It is also the main historical source for the history of Genghis Khan, 

founder of the Mogul Empire (1206-27), and of his three successors. The historian 
belonged to a highly placed Persian family, and was himself in the service of the 

Mogul governors of Northern Persia. He witnessed the Mogul attack on the Ismailis 

or Assassins of Alamut in North-west Persia. His narrative reflects his sympathies 

with the Moslem traditions of his people, but he contrives to be fair to the achieve- 
ments of the conquerors. Long recognised as a primary authority by Persian and 

Arab historians, the History was not available to European scholars until 1937, when 

the standard edition of the Persian text was completed. This English translation is a 

contribution Western scholars will welcome. (955)

VOICE OF ISRAEL. Abba Eban. Faber, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 262 pages. 
Maps. Index. 

About half the speeches contained in this volume were given at the United Nations 
in New York where Mr. Eban is head of Isracl’s permanent delegation. The remainder 
were also given in the U.S.A. where he is also his country’s ambassador. In addition 
to speaking on such subjects as the Arab-Israel conflict and the resulting refugee 
problem, Mr. Eban vehemently attacks Dr. Toynbee’s view of Israel’s history. This 
speech would have been improved if, in its printed form, references were given for 
many citations from Dr. Toynbee’s writings. A chapter on the effects of the Suez 
crisis was written especially for this book. (956-94)

THE RUSSIANS IN ETHIOPIA. An Essay in Futility. Czeslaw Jesman. 
Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 


This is an account of a strange Russian expedition into Ethiopia which sailed from 
Odessa on 10 December, 1888, and was dispersed by the French two months later, 
while the Russian government issued a bland apology disclaiming all knowledge of 
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the affair. Far from being the innocent religious mission it purported to be, there 
can be little doubt that the objective was colonial penetration into East Africa. 
Russian and Ethiopian archives are either destroyed or inaccessible, but the author 
has brought together the available material, and has produced a clear-cut narrative.

THE GOLDEN TRADE OF THE MOORS. E. W. Bovill. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 292 pages. Frontispiece. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Mr. Bovill’s Caravans of the Old Sahara has for years been both a standard work on 
the pre-European civilisations of West Africa, and in very short supply. This work 
fulfils a demand for a new edition, recasting much of the narrative, and incorporating 
recent research. The emphasis is on the Sahara, which is seen as a dominant influence 
on West and North Africa, an ocean of sand which never allowed the negro to lose 
contact with the world. This new volume should find a wider public than the old; 
it is more clearly written, and a’ better set of maps allows the reader to keep pace 
with the journey across unfamiliar terrain. (966)

THE NEW GHANA. The Birth of a Nation. J. G. Amamoo. Pan Books, 
2s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 158 pages. Map. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
The author of this useful little book is a young Ghanaian, and in it he has described 
the ten years leading up to the granting of independence on March 6th, 1957. Clearly 
an account of events as recent as these cannot be completely devoid of controversy, 
but in general this is a balanced record of a period which is significant not only for 
Ghana but for Africa as a whole. His view is that Britain ‘had led, patiently and 
calmly, a collection of warring, divided tribes and states for 113 years, to make out 
of them a progressive, modern African nation’. In his final chapters he considers 


some of the problems of the future. (966-7) 


PAGEANT OF GHANA. Edited by Freda Wolfson. Oxford University 
Press, 308. 1958. 22 cm. 282 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Index. (West African 
History Series) 

In this book Miss Wolfson, a history lecturer in the University of Exeter, has 

collected together an anthology of writings on Ghana. The work should become a 

source book for the country’s social history; it depicts the changing life of the 

Ghanaian from 1471 to 1957. Miss Wolfson’s introduction enables the non-specialist 

reader to enjoy the well-chosen extracts to the full. The book is the first of a series; 

there will be similar anthologies of life in the other British West African territories, 
and we are promised a number of biographies of historical figures, both African and 

European, who helped to shape the region’s history. (966-7)

THE MAKING OF MODERN UGANDA. Kenneth Ingham. Allen 
& Unwin, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 304 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Surprisingly, this is the first narrative history of Uganda to be published. The author, 
Professor of History at Makerere College, University of East Africa, has filled the 
gap admirably. His style is clear and easy to read, and he provides full critical 
apparatus and bibliography. The book could be used at sixth form level in African 
schools, or as a basic text for university work, besides appealing to the current general 
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interest in things African. Professor Ingham writes with the assurance bred not 
merely by several years’ residence in Uganda, but also from an active political life 
as a member of the Legislative Council. (967-61)

AKU-AKU. The Secret of Easter Island. Thor Heyerdahl. Translated from 
the Norwegian under the personal supervision of the author. Allen & Unwin, 215. 
1958. 22 cm. 368 pages. Illustrations (mostly in colour). Maps. Index. 

In 1955-56 the author of the celebrated Kon-Tiki Expedition led an archaeological 

expedition to lonely Easter Island in the Pacific and conducted there the first scientific 

excavations. He claims to have solved the mystery of the famous stone statues, which 
measure up to forty feet in height and seventy tons in weight, showing by practical 
example how they were hewn, transported, and set upright. Much of the book 
narrates how he was initiated into the magical practices of the islanders and admitted 
to their secret family caves, full of ancient stone carvings, large numbers of which he 
was able to bring away. After a visit to Pitcairn the expedition ended its work by 
excavating the fortified hill villages on the island of Rapaiti. The author is more 
than ever convinced that the ancient culture of eastern Polynesia was introduced 
from Peru. The book contains an abundance of excellent colour plates. (997-2) 


FICTION 
General 


DOMESTIC PEACE and Other Stories. Honoré de Balzac. Translated 
from the French by Marion Ayton Crawford. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 
268 pages. (Penguin Classics) 

This collection represents some of Balzac’s earliest attempts at the short story, in 

which he soon achieved an impressive mastery: all were originally published between 

1830 and 1832 except for an extract from his novel Une Ténébreuse Affaire. The 

selection has been carefully made so as to represent many of the categories of the 

Comédie Humaine, and includes, for example, scenes from private, political and 

provincial life, as well as ‘philosophical’ stories. There are well-known masterpieces, 

such as ‘Colonel Chabert’ and ‘El Verdugo’, and others, such as the title-story, which 
are little known to English readers. The translator’s excellent introduction places 

Balzac’s stories in relation to his full-length novels. 


MALONE DIES. Samuel Beckett. Translated from the French by the 
author. Calder, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 126 pages. 

A short novel which takes the form of reminiscent soliloquy by a dying invalid. 
Mr. Beckett concentrates upon conveying the total isolation of his central character, 
abandoned by the world and enclosed within the arbitrary demands of his enfeebled 
physical condition. His language is always alive and the translation is extremely 
skilful, but the repetition of this single theme, relieved only by the most shadowy of 
subsidiary characters, inevitably tends to monotony. Malone Dies scarcely succeeds 
in its own right as a novel, though it may well help the reader to a closer under- 
standing of the more famous Waiting For Godot. 


AFTER THE RAIN. John Bowen. Faber, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 204 pages. 
The author launches his narrative with the imaginative leap which normally 
characterises science fiction, but does not pursue it in scientific terms. The story 
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begins with the experiments of an eccentric rainmaker, who finally causes a 
cataclysm which engulfs the world, and it then pursues the adventures of a single 
group of survivors. Taken by themselves these are remarkable enough; the horrors, 
imaginative and convincing, are relieved by a saving sense of comedy. But it is 
difficult not to feel some concern for the rest of humanity and Mr. Bowen does not 
seem to have confronted the full implications of his theme. 


SOBER AS A JUDGE. Henry Cecil. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
206 pages. 

Many must have wondered how much of the ordinary man is contained beneath 
the full-bottom wig of a High Court Judge. This book, written by one who knows 
how to set the scene, discloses a lot in a most entertaining way. It concerns hypo- 
thetical but possible cases before the 46-year-old Mr. Justice Thursby and ranges 
from blackmail to the sale of oranges. Each develops its humorous side which is 
frecly presented in the best form of parry-and-riposte wit. There is the Judge’s 
private life, too—happily married but still attracted by a pretty woman. Like its 
predecessors, the book cannot fail to amuse. 


SOMETHING TO LOVE. Francis Clifford. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 
1958. I9 cm. 206 pages. 

Fourteen years after the war an American doctor revisits the village of Stravino near 
Naples where he had once struggled with a stream of battle casualties. He is received 
with open arms by most of the people although he senses an undercurrent of un- 
easiness in their welcome. At the end of his brief stay, he realises that the way of life 
of this little village, rooted in faith and strong, unsophisticated emotions, has 
permanent values lacking in his own restless existence. Francis Clifford writes with 
beautiful simplicity and this quiet, thoughtful short book is a worthy successor to his 
previous novels, notably Honour the Shrine. 


YOUNG PEOPLE. William Cooper. Macmillan, 16s. 1958. 19°§ cm. 
368 pages. 

Mr. Cooper is well known as an accomplished chronicler of English provincial life. 
His latest novel is set in a Midland town in the 1930's. It follows the fortunes of a 
group of young men and women connected with the local university, and in 
particular the marriage of Leonard Harris, 2 charming, ambitious and thoroughly 
unreliable youth of working-class origins, to a girl greatly his social superior. The 
period is exactly observed and the author shows an impressive knowledge both of 
the class and the generation he is describing. He is a fluent narrator, though apt to 
spin out his themes to an inordinate length. 


THE GOD BOY. Ian Cross. Deutsch, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 202 pages. 

This arresting first novel, sct in New Zealand, portrays the lacerating impact of 
home unhappiness on the mind of an imaginative small boy. Jimmy Sullivan’s sick, 
apprehensive dread of tension and quarrels between his parents, the physical ravages 
wrought in him by this emotional turmoil, the protective armour of toughness he 
assumes against his bewildered misery, are most powerfully communicated. It is 
small wonder that, as the tragedy builds to its inevitable, violent climax, Jimmy 
comes to feel he has been let down by God, and hits back in desperate defiance. The 
first-person narrative skilfully contrives to reveal to the reader far more of the 
adults’ dilemma than the boy narrator can understand. 
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THE ROYAL SUCCESSION. Maurice Druon. Translated from the 
French by Humphrey Hare. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 254 pages. 

This is the fourth and last volume of this author’s first series of historical novels 
about the French monarchy in the 14th century. It employs the same technique, 
possesses all the qualities of his earlier stories, and will no doubt have as great an 
appeal. Interest centres around the disputed succession to the French throne 
consequent upon the death of Louis X, without an heir. The machinations of the 
dead king’s brother, Philippe of Poitiers, end in his becoming Regent, but many 
stirring adventures, cruel plots, and tragic incidents succeeded one another before he 
achieved the ambitions which were the sequel in history and in this exciting novel. 


HOME FROM THE HILL. William Humphrey. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 
1958. 20 cm. 320 pages. 

When Hannah Hunnicott was buried in Texas beside her husband Wade and her 
son Theron, the townspeople remembered her indomitable pride in the face of 
Wade’s frequent infidelity and her love for Theron who had hunted a wild boar at 
eighteen and admired his father. Best of all they remembered the fateful night when 
Theron pursued his father’s murderer into the dangerous swamp where he had killed 
the boar. Dramatic tension mounts to red heat in this impressive and powerful 
story about people who live passionately and dangerously in an untamed, sunbaked 
country. The vitality of the author’s creative imagination combines with a vigorous 
yet disciplined style to produce a truly first-rate novel. 


THE CHANGELING. Robin Jenkins. Macdonald, 13s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
208 pages. 

‘The changeling’ is a delinquent boy from the Glasgow slums who temporarily 
wrecks the happiness of the family who take him with them on holiday. Young Tom 
Curdie, fiercely defensive against any sentimental weakening in his armour against 
the enemy, life, is observed with remarkable acuteness. Still more memorably drawn 
is the schoolmaster who befriends him: an innocent who, in his cheerful simplicity 
of heart, and the idealism which makes him the butt of his more realistic or cynical 
colleagues, is determined to believe the best of everyone—even in the face of facts. 
In this compassionate, beautifully written novel the author has achieved the difficult 
feat of bringing convincingly and lovably alive a character of child-like goodness. 


ON THE LAST DAY. Mervyn Jones. Cape, 15s. 1958. 19°5 cm. 
266 pages. 

World War Ill has started. The British Government is operating from Quebec and 
both sides are preparing an intercontinental missile. But a French-Canadian nationalist 
group, unwilling to invite a retaliatory rocket on Quebec, tries to sabotage a launching- 
site outside the city. A British Treasury official in love with a French-Canadian girl 
is caught in a conflict of loyalties going deeper than national politics. The outcome is 
tragic. Though a cautionary tale, this is a novel about real people; and, in spite of 
minor improbabilities, its major theme is credible enough. Well written, and 
disturbing. 


A BRIGHT GREEN FIELD and Other Storics. Anna Kavan. Peter Owen, 
15s. 1958. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

Miss Kavan has always been a writer who possessed an exceptional insight into 

hallucination and mental disturbance. Several of the stories in this collection explore 
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these themes. In others she gets her effects by tracing a parallel between human moods 
and the manifestations of nature, a winter storm or the sufferings of birds or beasts. 
Miss Kavan seldom attempts to characterise normal human experience, but she 
possesses a rare talent for evoking the terrors which may lurk outside the frontiers 


of everyday life. 


A SIAMESE COUNTERPART. Elizabeth Lake. Cresset Press, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 264 pages. 
The contact between East and West under present-day conditions, which impose 
special restraints upon both sides, provides excellent material for comedy. Thailand 
is the setting of this novel, and we watch the unfolding of a Government project 
to build a large sanatorium for tuberculosis. Its director is an English doctor, and his 
relations with the central authority are observed with a subtlety which is often worthy 
of E. M. Forster. The other leading characters are the doctor’s fiancée, recently arrived 
from England, a Siamese princess, also involved in the medical bureaucracy, and an 


English naturalist. An extremely perceptive novel, whose strength lies in its character- 
drawing rather than its narrative. 


THOU SHALT LOVE. Jean-Marc Montguerre. Translated from the French 
by Antonia White. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 160 pages. 


In this frankly idealistic novel a young man tells of the two loves in his life—his love 
as a teenager for his classmate Daniela and then, ten years later, his love for the girl 
who became his wife. His recollections alternate between the two periods so that his 
bitter-sweet memories of a boyhood romance stand side by side with the experience 
of his courtship and marriage. The author, himself still in the early twenties, recreates 
to perfection the fierce emotional conflicts of adolescence and writes of youthful love 
with the delicacy and perception of a romantic poet. 





AT DOCTOR MAC’S. A Documentary Entertainment. Peter Quince. 
Dent, Iss. 1958. 19 cm. 284 pages. 

Beckmeadow is Dr. McLellan’s private sanatorium, and the author gives a lively 
account of its daily humours and trials. Although cast in the form of a novel, the book 
has little plot in the recognised sense: the narrative is largely a series of anecdotes 
about the personalities and progress of the various patients and young Dr. Peters, a 
new hand in this unconventional establishment. The real interest lies in the vivid 
inside picture the reader is given of the problems of running a small sanatorium. The 
author speaks with authority and from first-hand experience, having worked for 
many years in the capacity of his own Doctor Mac. 


THE KING OF FLESH AND BLOOD. Moshe Shamir. Translated from 
the Hebrew by David Patterson. East and West Library, 22s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
$50 pages. Map. 

Awarded the Bialik Prize, the highest literary award in Israel, this novel, now 

excellently translated, tells the story of Alexander Jannaeus from his accession to the 

occasion when, at the Feast of Tabernacles, he ordered a massacre of the worshippers 
who had pelted him with ethrogs. Against the background of international strife 
and of intrigue and fanaticism among his subjects, we see the priest-king’s struggle to 
enlarge his realm and his personal power. An imaginative use of chronicle and legend 

by one who knows the Palestinian history and geography of the first century B.c. 

combines with skilful story-telling to produce a graphic and colourful tale. 
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MAGGIE, Una Troy. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 314 pages. 

Though, to the casual observer, little would appear to happen in the small seaside 
resort of Ballybeg, it is teeming with its own domestic comedies and dramas: cultural 
“At-Homes’ at the Thatches guest house, the rake’s progress of Johnny Gubbins, local 
tough lad, and the aristocratic pretensions of the unpopular postmistress which deccive 
all but Maggie, the doctor’s housekeeper. Times change, people grow up and go 
away, and modern ‘improvements’ come to Ballybeg; but Maggie remains, a well- 
loved institution, moving quictly but efficiently behind the scenes and ministering 
loyally to a succession of doctors. This is a light-hearted, unpretentious chronicle of 
Irish life, in which the characters are drawn with loving and humorous sympathy. 


ORDERS OF CHIVALRY. Peter Vansittart. Bodley Head, 15s. 1958. 
18-5 cm. 320 pages. 

An original novel written with considerable satirical gusto, and describing the 
London world of popular entertainment, advertising and show business. The chief 
figures are a Central European industrialist with a lurid past, and his young and 
beautiful English wife. Around these circle a number of characters, each of them 
depicted, in the convention of a medieval tournament, as personifying some human 
activity, violence, virtue, anarchy and the like. Mr. Vansittart has created a remarkable 
style, rich in metaphors and making very effective use of modern colloquialisms: this 
occasionally cloys his narrative, but if never an easy novelist, he is one well worth 
reading. 


THE CONTENDERS. John Wain. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
286 pages. 

Mr. Wain’s third novel is his most ambitious to date. In it he attempts two full-length 
portraits and a setting which alternates between London and the Pottery towns. The 
two principal characters are a pottery manufacturer and a painter, deadly rivals from 
their schooldays and each highly successful in his chosen métier, while the story is told 
by a third schoolfellow, a local newspaperman. The narrative has pace and surprise 
and there is plenty of sharp observation of these two contrasted worlds. The book’s 
weakness lies in the characterisation; the actors are too plainly the author’s puppets 
and their behaviour becomes easy enough to predict. 


ABLE BAKER AND OTHERS. Joseph Whitchill. Bodley Head, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 310 pages. 

The ten stories in this volume show the exceptional versatility of this young American 
writer who explores convincingly a wide range of human situations with equal 
penetration, changing with ease from tragedy and fear to gentle comedy. The first 
four stories are about the hazards and comradeship of life on board ship and share the 
same main character, Chief Engineer Baker, whose resourcefulness and good humour 
triumph in every emergency. In contrast, two other stories deal with murders 
committed by adolescents, another describes an experience of stark terror while yet 
another tells of a lover’s disenchantment. Several of Mr. Whitehill’s stories have won 
literary awards in the United States and have been acclaimed by critics and general 
readers alike. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE CHINESE BELL MURDERS. Three Cases solved by Judge Dee. 


A Chinese detective story suggested by three original ancient Chinese plots. 
Robert van Gulik. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Map. 


Judge Dee, hero of many Chinese stories of detection, was a real personage who lived 
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in the 7th century A.D. Robert van Gulik, a Dutch diplomat and authority on 
Oriental Literature, has retold some of these tales in the traditional manner. In this 
volume Judge Dee clears up a case of rape, an ingenious murder done by means of a 
large bell, and a series of misdemeanours committed by some worldly monks. 
A pleasant change from 20th century detective fiction—leisurely, exotic, yet tough 
enough in a dignified and formal way.

ROBBERY UNDER ARMS. A Story of Life and Adventure in the 
Bush and in the Goldfields of Australia. Rolf Boldrewood. Reprint. Macmillan, 6s. 
1958. 17 cm. 506 pages. Paper covers. (St. Martin's Library) 
A stirring tale of cattle-raising, robbery, violence and retribut.on in the Australian 
bush in the latter part of the 19th century. Published first in 1889, this novel has become 
a landmark in Australian fiction and has recently been made into a film. 


EVELINA, or a Young Lady’s Entrance into the World. Fanny Burney. New 
Introduction by Lewis Gibbs. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 384 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. (Everyman's Library) 

Miss Burney’s novels may appear of comparatively small merit alongside those 
masterpieces produced by women writers in later generations, but Evelina is never- 
theless a landmark in the history of the English novel: it originated the type of story, 
devoted to domestic life, which Jane Austen took up and perfected. Written in secret 
and published anonymously in 1778, Evelina at once became the talk of the town and 
catapulted its young author into fame and high society. Novels written in the form 
of a series of letters do not commonly appeal to the modern generation, yet Evelina 
is full of vim and far from deficient in comedy and wit. 


THE RETURN OF THE NATIVE. Thomas Hardy. Reprint. Macmillan, 
4s. 1958. 17 cm. 414 pages. Map. Paper covers. (St. Martin's Library) 
This novel is ranked by many as Hardy’s masterpiece. While it has not attained the 
wide popularity of Tess of the D’ Urbervilles or Under the Greenwood Tree, it presents 
most memorably some of the leading aspects of Hardy’s genius. The description of 
Egdon Heath in the opening pages is rightly famous; and while the story is charac- 
teristically complex and sombre, it sets the eternal values of simplicity over against 
the shallow trivialities of excessive civilisation. Moreover, the Hardy who is little 
below Shakespeare in the mastery of rural comedy is also entertainingly present in 
these pages. 
JUDITH PARIS. Hugh Walpole. Reprint. Macmillan, 6s. 1958. 17 cm. 
464 pages. Paper covers. (St. Martin’s Library) 
In this second volume of the Herries Chronicle the author traces the fortunes of the 
different branches of this Lakeland family from about 1770 to 1820. The story centres 
round Judith, daughter of the wild old Francis Herries and his young gypsy wife. 


Romantic rather than realistic, Judith Paris is best when dealing with the people and 
landscape of Cumberland. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
BLUE MYSTERY. Margot Benary. Translated from the German by 
Richard and Clara Winston. Macmillan, 9s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations 
by Enrico Arno. 


A lively story for younger teen-agers, by a German writer of children’s books now 
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living in the United States. The background is an old German town and the country 
round it. The period is not exactly indicated, but appears to be pre-1914. Annagret’s 
father, a noted horticulturalist, has cultivated a unique blue flower. It is stolen, and 
suspicion falls on Fridolin, a young apprentice. Annagret is convinced of his innocence 
and succeeds, with the help of her friends and her charming enormous puppy-dog, 
in finding the real culprit. 


ALICE’S ADVENTURES IN WONDERLAND and THROUGH 
THE LOOKING-GLASS. Lewis Carroll. Reprint. Macmillan, 3s.6d. 
1958. 17 cm. 286 pages. Original illustrations by Sir John Tennicl. Paper covers. 
(St. Martin’s Library) 

The two Alice books have for so long been a part of the nursery landscape that it is 
not easy to remember that in their time they represented a revolution in the writing 
of children’s books. Making no attempt at the customary self-conscious moralising, 
they introduced the element of fantasy and nonsense-humour which had first been 
explored in Edward Lear’s poetry together with an emphasis on the rich ambiguity 
of simple expressions and a brilliance in parody which were all Carroll’s own. This 
compact and attractive pocket-edition contains a complete set of the original Tenniel 
illustrations. 


ROBIN MARTIN OF THE ROYAL NAVY. Captain St. John Cronyn, 
Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 144 pages. (Chatto Career Books) 


Although a career book—and a very good one, too—this has much to interest all 
readers. An expert tells, in brisk prose, the story of lower-deck life in the Navy 
through the training of Robin Martin, who is no exception in fact, from Boy to 
Upper Yardsman, the threshold rank to the quarter-deck. After instruction ashore, 
Martin goes from gunnery school to a ship of the West Indies Station and then to 
H.M.S. Ark Royal at Malta. During this time his lifelong character is formed to take 
his place in a ‘happy ship’, which means individual pride and teamwork in the whole 
crew from bridge to Boys’ mess-deck. 


BUSH HOLIDAY. Stephen Fennimore. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 

18 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations by Sheila Hawkins. Paper covers. (Puffin Story Books) 
A young English boy is sent to live with strangers on a farm in the Australian Bush— 
the real Bush, full of strange wild animals, on the edge of ranges that stretch for miles 
where no man has ever set foot. Raw and timid at first, Martin quickly comes to love 
the wild and beautiful country and the life that he lives there. Once he is lost in the 
Bush, but does not lose his head. Later he plays a man’s part in fighting a forest fire 
that nearly overwhelms the farm. An excellent, exciting story for ages 10-14. It was 
first published in 1948. 


GAMBLE FOR A THRONE. Henry Garnett. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 202 pages. Illustrations by Peter Jackson. 
Most of the characters in this historical adventure story are fictitious, but the plot 
is based on a real incident, the Royalist conspiracy against Cromwell’s Common- 
wealth known as “The Sealed Knot’. The tone is strongly anti-Commonwealth, since 
the book tells of the sufferings of a Royalist family suspected of harbouring a priest. 
Incidents include the daring rescue of a friend of the family from Cromwell's soldiers, 
and the escape of a boy who has taken part in Penruddock’s unsuccessful rising in 1655. 
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THE BLUE DAY. René Guillot. Translated from the French by Gwen 

Marsh. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations by Margery Gill. 
An unusual little story about Mia, a doll whose mistress has grown up and forgotten 
her. But now and then a kind fairy arranges a “Blue Day’ when all forgotten dolls are 
allowed to do whatever they wish. This is the story of Mia’s ‘Blue Day’. It is told 
with great charm and some pathos and is well suited to being read aloud to girls in 
the §-7 age group. Some may be able to read it for themselves, but the vocabulary 
range is such that the majority will need help. 


DISTRICT NURSE CARTER. Laurence Meynell. Chatto & Windus, 
8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. Frontispiece. (Mary Dunn Career Novels) 

This is a sequel to two books about the earlier career of Nurse Carter by the late 

Shirley Darbyshire. It is written by her husband, who is himself a well-known writer 

of books, including one other in this series. It is interesting and well written, and gives 

a lively picture of the life of the District Nurse, who lives in a cottage and visits 

people in their own homes and whose work extends from midwifery to the care of 


the old and chronically ailing, and from coping with a drunken man to applying 


first aid after an accident. 


THE BORROWERS. Mary Norton. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1958. 
18 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations by Diana Stanley. Paper covers. (Puffin Story Books) 


A welcome cheap edition of a Carnegie Medal winner. The ‘Borrowers’ are little 
people who help themselves to those small household articles that so often mysteriosly 
disappear. Three of them—little Arrietty, her father and mother—living under the 
floorboards of an old house, are discovered by a small boy who befriends them. But 
their existence is in danger from that moment, and tragedy is only just averted. 
Quite out of the ordinary both in its theme and the evocative quality of the writing, 
this is a story that will make a strong appeal to any imaginative child. 


THE MISSING PANEL. Roger Pilkington. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 242 pages. Illustrations by Piet Klaasse. Map. 
Four unescorted English children on holiday in Belgium take their boat, the Dabchick, 
along the Scheldt, the Albert Canal and the Meuse as far as Li¢ge. They pay a brief 
visit to Holland on the way, and recover a stolen painting, a famous ‘Old Master’, 
for which the Belgian police had been vainly searching for years. This is a well- 
contrived adventure story with an interesting background for boat-minded ‘teen- 
agers’. The author writes from first-hand experience of boating on the Continent. 


THE BOY AND THE DONKEY. Diana Pullein-Thompson. Collins, 
10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 
Diana Pullein-Thompson, like her sisters Josephine and Christine, has hitherto been 
known as a writer of books about ponies. In this account of a little boy from a 
working-class home in London, who loves and looks after an old ‘rag and bones 
man’s’ donkey and eventually rides him to triumph at a Donkey’s Derby, she is 
breaking new ground and may well attract a new kind of reader, one less exclusively 
horse-minded. The boy’s urban background is sympathetically observed, but the 


author plainly shares his pleasure when his adventures bring him the prospect of 
escaping from it to the country. 
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THE AXE OF BRONZE. A Story of Stonchenge. Kurt Schmeltzer. 
Translated from the German. Constable, 10s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 142 pages. Illus- 
trations by M. A. Charlton. 

This is a tale of 4,000 years ago, set in the time when the Bronze Age was emerging 

and the Stone Age had not yet passed. It mainly concerns the fortunes of two boys 

belonging to a tribe that still holds to the old ways and weapons. They make friends 
with boys of their own age belonging to a neighbouring tribe skilled in the use of 
bronze and discover how much their own people have to learn. The life of this 

rchistoric time, based on such factual evidence as exists, is vividly described. The 

Pook should appeal to most historically-minded boys of 11-14 and has a topical 

interest in view of the forthcoming reconstruction work at Stonehenge. 


THREE JAYS AGAINST THE CLOCK. Pat Smythe. Cassell, 10s.6d. 
1958. 20-5 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by J. E. McConnell. Map. 
Young horse-lovers will enjoy this second story of the three Jays, the fictitious 
children whose adventures are told against the real life background of Pat Smythe’s 
Cotswold stables. This time they spend three days trekking with their ponies from 
Gloucestershire to Hampshire, camping out en route, and enter a show-jumping 
competition. Would-be Olympic riders will learn a lot from the author's expert 
advice on how to behave and how to succeed in the show ring and from her graphic 
account of each competitor’s success or failure at the various jumps. 


THE HORSEMASTERS. Don Stanford. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
188 pages. Illustrations by Michael Lyne. 

The day-by-day routine of stable cleaning, grooming and the care of horses and the 
arduous schooling of horse and rider which alone can produce real horsemanship have 
a fascination for many young riders. Here they will find both in good measure as the 
background to a lively story about a young American girl in a class of boys and girls 
of many nationalities at an English riding school preparing for the British Horse 
Socicty’s examination for a Preliminary Instructor’s Certificate. 


FLAMING ARROWS. William O. Steele. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 
164 pages. Illustrations by Paul Galdone. 

This is a tale of the pioneer days of the West and of a three-day attack by Red Indians 
on a small group of settlers sheltering in an isolated wooden fort. The hero of the 
story, 11-year-old Chad Rabun, enters the fort as a boy, but proves his character 
and his courage in a host of dangerous situations, and emerges well on the road to 
manhood. The story is exciting, packed with incident, and well told, and should 
appeal to all adventure-loving boys between the ages of 10/11 and 13. 


FOUR ODD ONES. Meriol Trevor. Collins, tos.6d. 1958. 20 an. 
192 pages. 

Miss Trevor is a versatile writer. Two of her earlier books for children were historical 
stories, the third ‘science fiction’. Her new book is set in Rome and the Abruzzi. 
An orphaned English girl goes to Italy to stay with her uncle. She meets a boy cousin 
and other Italian relatives and in this new environment of sunshine and beauty, 
Catholics and Communists, landowners and peasants, she finds a happiness she had 
never known before. The children have many adventures and discover a valuable 
painting which had been stolen during the war. The strongly religious tone of this 
book does not prevent it from being very exciting. 
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MOHAWK VALLEY. Ronald Welch. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 

22 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations by William Stobbs. Map. 
An adventure story in which fiction and 18th century history play almost equal parts. 
Alan Carey, an undergraduate at Cambridge, is accused of cheating at cards and has 
to leave the university. His father arranges for him to go to the New World, where 
the family has large, undeveloped estates. Alan takes over their management, becomes 
involved in Indian fighting, has a host of adventures and, when war with the French 
breaks out, finds himself at General Wolfe’s right hand in the capture of Quebec. 
The story moves quickly, is full of action, and will appeal to all adventure-loving boys 
in their teens. 


STORIES FOR TELLING. William H. Wood. University of London Press, 
7s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by Eleanor Outlaw. 

This is an excellent collection of stories for reading aloud to the 5/6-year-olds and for 

the slightly older children to read for themselves. Most of them have been broadcast 

in the BBC’s Children’s Hour. They run easily, have the freshness and invention 

which children demand, and all end satisfactorily. The illustrations are pleasant, and 


harassed parents, faced with demands for just one more story before bedtime, should 
find this book extremely useful. 


Non-fiction 


THE STORY OF SCULPTURE. Agnes Allen. Faber, 15s. 1958. 
20-5 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations by Jack Allen. Index. 
Agnes Allen continues her series of ‘Story’ books for young teenagers with this 
outline of sculpture which gives an historical survey of the art. The text is not 
exclusively concerned with free-standing figure sculpture in the round, but includes 
relief carving and work in materials other than stone, such as bronze, wood and ivory. 
A place is thus found for such different expressions of the sculptor’s art as Ghiberti’s 
bronze doors to the Baptistery at Florence, Gothic roof bosses and misericord seats, 


Bernini's ‘Daphne’, and a “Curved Shape’ by Barbara Hepworth. A sound and 
valuable primer for young people. 


YOUR BOOK OF SOCCER. T. Loftus-Tottenham. Faber, 8s.6d. 1958. 
21°5 cm. $4 pages. Illustrations. 

This is one of an attractive series of books for young people of all ages explaining 

clearly and simply the basic techniques of various sports, arts and crafts. It gives helpful 

advice to all young players on what is probably now the most popular winter game 

in Europe. It also includes the very necessary sections on sportsmanship and keeping fit. 


SWISS-ALPINE FOLK-TALES. Retold by Fritz Miiller-Guggenbihl. 
Translated from the German by Katharine Potts. Oxford University Press, 15s. 
1958. 22 cm. 234 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Joan Kiddell-Monroe. 
(Oxford Myths and Legends) 

This latest addition to an outstandingly well-produced series covers a wide range, 
opening with the story of William Tell and moving through Alpine legends, folk- 
and fairy-tales to legends of the early saints. They are, for the most part, short, simple 
and direct, and reflect the spirit of a mountain people whose environment has given 
them a rugged independence and encouraged imagination. The illustrations are 
wholly admirable and the general standard of production excellent. 
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IN GARDEN, FIELD AND POND. Jill Norman. Hutchinson, 9s.6d. 
1958. 22 cm. 154 pages. Illustrations by the author. Index. 

This little book is eminently suitable for introducing young children to entomology 
and should make many converts. It is not a handbook for identification but rather a 
general introduction to the countless variations of form and way of life which 
characterise the world’s insects and spiders. The intention is, by arousing their 
curiosity, to send children out into the field to explore and identify for themselves. 
The descriptions, which throughout are in simple and readable language, range all 
over the world, from trapdoor spiders to lacewings, from burying beetles to damsel- 
flies. There are also two longer sections on ant and bee communities. 


LEGENDS FROM THE OUTBACK. Phyllis M. Power. Dent, 11:.6d. 
1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Ida Outhwaite. 

Mrs. Power grew up in Australia and this book of aborigine legends retold for 

children is based on those she heard in her own childhood. The stories chiefly relate 

to animals and are attractively told, while the illustrations by an Australian artist add 

to the book’s appeal to the child of 8-10 years.
